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Monday, January 1. 


Some cards and Happy New Year Wish- 
es exchanged. Snow on the ground and 
sunshine overhead. No severe cold, al- 
though the sage announced at postoffice: 
“this is the coldest morning of the year”. 
Not everybody saw the truth of the remark 
at first, and some had the joke explained. 
Mrs. MacMurphy comfortably convalescing. 
Mrs. Stevens attending. Mrs. Smith here a 
short time. Mrs. Chase here several times. 
Mrs. Haslam, Mrs. Gilbert and others call- 
ed. 


Tuesday, January 2. 


MacGregor goes to Washington today. 
Snow remains, the sunshine showed glist- 
ening drops of ice on the trees, before 
noon water dropped from the roofs, and 
the air was soft and balmy. I went over 
town for provisions in the forenoon. Mr. 
Haslam called, Mrs. Huntee called and 
saw Mrs. MacMurphy. Mrs. Chase was 
here too. At night I attended the annual 
and stated meetings of St. Mark’s Lodge. 
New officers elected and I installed them. 
Mr. Chase worked E. A. degree on two 
candidates. Home at half past eleven. 
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Wednesday, January 3. 


Snow remains, sunshine makes the day 
fine and not cold. Mrs. Mellows of Man- 
chester appeared at the house about eight 
o’clock this morning. She looks fine but 
is careful of her diet. She was here for 
dinner and returned to Manchester in the 
late afternoon. The two sisters had a nice 
visit with each other. I went to bank in 
conjunction with three others, and took 
account of loans and discounts, and swore 
to the statement of the cashier to complete 
the semi annual report to be published. 


Thursday, January 4. 


Mrs. MacMurphy came down stairs to- 
day and took some outdoor air sitting in- 
side the front piazza for half an hour. 
The day has been fine but cold. Mrs. Mac- 
Gregor and Miss Emily S. Hall came down 
and made a short call on Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Mrs. Stevens. I went over town for 
provisions. In the evening I attended 
stated assembly of Mt. Nebo Council as 
Chaplain, saw R. M. degree worked on one 
candidate. Had social time afterwards 
and yet reached home before ten o’clock. 
Mrs. Chase called twice during the day. 
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Friday, January 5. 


Mrs. MacMurphy came down stairs and 
sat in the library an hour or more. Today . 
has been a cold, windy, snow blowing 
weather binder. I read all the news to 
Mrs. MacMurphy and some chapters. in 
“Peregrine Pickle’, for an old story this 
is certainly amusing to us. Of course we 
have read the book before, but with 
scarcely the same pleasure. Mrs. Stevens 
is here to help. Mrs. Smith here part of 
the day. Mrs. Chase called twice during 
the day. Mr. Pettee looks after the steam 
heater. 


Saturday, January 6. 


This weather is cold, windy and bluster- 
ing. I wore my fur coat whenever I went 
abroad. Zero and little above anywhere 
this side of Boston. Mrs. MacMurphy oc- 
cupied the living room’ before and after 
dinner. Not every room was comfortable 
today, with the best attention to the steam 
heater in the cellar. Mrs. Chase made a 
short visit here this morning. Mrs. 
Smith was here till after dinner. Mrs. 
Stevens remains. Mrs. McGregor and Miss 
Hall find it cold weather at the farm.

Sunday, January 7. 


Up at seven, Mrs. Stevens had break- 
fast ready. I took my suit case and ritual, 
walked to station, met Wm. 8S. Nevins, 
gave him my ritual, boarded 8:50 car for 
city, transferred to West Manchester, gave 
holy communion to 28 persons, preached 
at 10:45, opened Sunday School 12:15, had 
dinner elaborate plate with Wm. and Mrs. 
McElroy, conducted evening prayer and 
preached at 6:30 p. m., took car for east 
side, transferred to Derry car 7:45 and 
reached Derry 8:35 p. m. Walked home, 
reaching here about nine o’clock. 


Monday, January 8. 


Twelve below zero this morning, con- 
tinued cold, milder near night, and. snow 
is falling. Rev. George Haslam here for 
supper. Mrs. Dr. Barker here to consult with 
Mrs. MacMurphy professionally. Mrs. 
Chase called twice or more. Mrs. Benj- 
amin Chase died last night of pneumonia 
after short sickness. Mrs. Stevens still 
with us. Mrs. MacMurphy about the 
rooms but did not come down stairs. My 
Racine tax bills are at hand must pay 
about one hundred and fifty seven doilars 
for current year. 
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Tuesday, January 9. 


Snow and rain in the night, in 24 hours 
mercury dropped 40 degrees. I shoveled 
off my steps and walked with ease but 
soon after midday the wind began to rise 
and the temperature to fall again. tf 
attended a meeting of the directors of The 
First National Bank election of officers, 
etc., at two o'clock. Again at four attend- 
ed meeting of trustees of Nutfield Sav- 
ings Bank, election of trustees and offic- 
ers. By this time the weather had become 
boisterous and freezing. I wore my fur 
coat and suffered no inconvenience from 
the changed conditions. 


Wednesday, January 10. 


Another cold day, below and around 
zero with no immediate prospect of relief. 
Mrs. Smith here half a day working. Mrs. 
Stevens here all the time in the capacity 
of a nurse or companion as occasion may 
require. Mrs. MacMurphy as comfortable 
as the circumstances will allow, moving 
freely about on the upper floor. I was 
over town in fur coat attending to business 
in the afternoon. Mrs. Chase. called a 
couple of times to see how mama is get- 
ting along. Aunt Jennie talked over the 
telephone twice. 
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Thursday, January 11. 


Another cold day with a bright clear 
sunshine. Mrs. MacMurphy walking about, 
and picking up her correspondence writ- 
ing several postals and letters. Miss 
Emily S. Hall went from the farm today 
and Mrs. MacGregor will be alone in the 
farm house tonight. Chapter meeting to- 
night but I am not attending. Mrs. Smith 
here five hours for work. Mrs. Stevens 
here yet but expecting to be relieved by 
Mrs. McGregor tomorrow afternoon. There 
is promise of warmer weather tomorrow. 


Friday, January 12. 


Another cold day, not much above zero, 
and cloudy, light snow in the air. Mrs. 
MacMurphy moving around upstairs. 
Mrs. Smith here five hours. Mrs. Stevens 
here still to attend to house and meals for 
Mrs. MacMurphy. After dinner I went to 
farm, carried plants into cellar. Mrs. Mce- 
Gregor shut up house and came home 
with me, bringing the cat and plenty of 
conveniences for a stay of several weeks. 
She has telephoned from here to her old 
neighbors informing them of her change 
of residence. Mrs. Stevens will be here to 
see Mrs. McGregor settled.

Saturday, January 138. 


Another cold day scarcely above zero 
anytime, and in the early morning twelve 
below. The house has been comfortable 
by the free use of coal in the boiler and 
wood in the kitchen. Mrs. McGregor went 
over town in the forenoon and was back 
for dinner. Mrs. Smith was here half a 
day. Mrs. Stevens still remains. Mrs. 
MacMurphy came down stairs alone for 
the forenoon, remained till after dinner, 
went up stairs, and down again in the 
afternoon. Mrs. Chase called for a talk 
in the late afternoon. 


Sunday, January 14. 


Another cold morning, the mercury run- 
ning down to 16 degrees to 18 degrees be- 
low zero. After breakfast I dressed in 
fur coat and arctic overshoes, went to 
church, conducted service and _ preached 
at 10:45 a. m., opened Sunday School, and 
talked to the children, came home for din- 
ner with Mrs. MacMurphy. Mrs. Stevens 
and Mrs. McGregor. Mr. and Mrs. Chase 
called during the morning, and again in 
the afternoon. Mrs. Chase was here a 
while. It is cloudy and not so cold tonight. 
Read aloud to Mrs. MacMurpbhy.. 
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Monday, January 15. 


Mild weather arrives with a snow 
storm. I cleared off my walk twice in the 
day, visited store and  postoffice twice, 
read and wrote some. Mrs. MacMurphy 
came down stairs twice and in fact spent 
most of the day here. Mr. Chase made a 
visit about eleven o’clock to see how her 
mother improves in condition. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor is helping about the house with 
Mrs. Stevens. Mr. Pettee looks after the 
steam heat. We are pretty comfortable 
with the help of telephone and mail car- 
rier, Winter is passing away. 


Tuesday, January 16. 


The day began warm. Mrs. MacMurphy 
had a window open all night, and the 
rooms were rather warm over the housé. 
Colder winds came gradually lowering the 
temperature until at night it is quite cold 
with a strong wind from the northwest. 
Mrs. Chase came to see us today. Mrs. 
Huntee called and also Mrs. Gilbert. Mrs. 
McGregor helped about all the meals, and 
Mrs. Stevens continues very helpful. I 
went no farther away from the house than 
up to the postoffice and store. 
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Wednesday, January 17. 


-The weather is moderately cold. Mrs. 
Smith was here half a day. Mrs. Stevens 
continues. Mrs. McGregor and I went to 
farm and brought down two pots of ferns. 
Mrs. MacMurphy spent most of the time 
down stairs in the library. Rev. Geo. E. 
Haslam made a long call on us this after- 
noon. After tea Mrs. Stevens completed 
her work and went to her brother in the 
village. Mrs. McGregor walked up with 
her, followed by Mrs. Chase who has been 
visiting with her mother. 


Thursday, January 18. 


A mild winter day of good _§ sleighing. 
Mrs: McGregor was up early this morning 
and had a fire in the kitchen stove when 


I came down at half past six. Mrs. 
Meserve made us a call today. Mrs. 
MacMurphy could get along without 
her help. Mrs. Chase was here, went to 
Manchester for the day, and called again 
on her return. I was over town to bank 
and stores, called on William Clark about 
an application for degrees. 
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Friday, January 19. 


‘Warm rain this morning and soft: slush- 
ing roads of snow, breakfast by seven o’- 
clock, cooked by Mrs. McGregor. Mrs. 
MacMurphy came down middle of the fore- 
noon, and remained down wntil half past 
- eight at night with a few trips to the 
upper floor. Mrs. Gilbert called on Mrs. 
MacMurphy. Mrs. Chase brought some 
eatables to her mother. Rev. George Has- 
lam called in afternoon, and had some- 
thing for Mrs. MacMurphy to eat. 


Saturday, January 20. 


Rather mild day, just cold enough to 
save the snow and ice. A very bright day 
and cheering. Mrs. McGregor was up 
early and had breakfast soon after seven. 


Mrs. MacMurphy came down stairs about 
the middle of the forenoon and _ is still 
down here in the library reading. She 
worked at needle and mending part of the 
time. Mrs. Chase called, and Miss Ander- 
son and Mrs. Pettee. Miss McGregor is 
telephoning to her old neighbors, a daily 
occupation for mutual entertainment. 
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‘Sunday, January 21. 


Rising about 6:30 a. m. Mrs. McGregor 
already had a fire in the kitchen stove. 
After breakfast I attended church and 
Sunday School, came home for dinner, pre- 
pared by Mrs. McGregor. Mrs. MacMurphy 
has been down stairs all day, and does 
not intend to retire before nine  o’clock, 
Miss Nichols, niece of Charles B. Chase 
was here today with Mrs. Chase. She and 
her father live in Chester, her mother, 
sister of C. B. Chase is dead, been dead 
several years. Weather is moderate. 


Monday, January 22. 


A fine day has passed. Mrs. MacMurphy 
was down stairs all day. Mrs. Stevens 
ealled on her and Mrs. Huntee, and Mrs. 
Pettee and Miss Clark and Mrs. Gilbert 
and Mrs. Haslam and Mrs. Chase; so she 
had quite a time and conversation. Mrs. 
Haslam brought something good to eat, 
so did Mrs. Chase and Mrs. Gilbert: I was 
over’ town in the forenoon for provisions. 
Mrs. McGregor telephoned to her country 


neighbors in the evening “Aunt Martha” 
and others for a little visit. 
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Tuesday, January 23. 


Cloudy weather with some tendency to 
snow. Mrs. MacMurphy came down stairs, 
and had both dinner and supper at the 
table in the dinning room with Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor and myself. I have read to her 
aloud from “Peregrine Pickle’, a rather 
coarse and vulgar specimen of the English 
novel. I also read a couple of hundred 
pages in a modern novel by Alice Brown, 
called, “John Winterbourne’s Family”, thus 
far I am pleased with the story and its 
likeness to life. 


Wednesday, January 24. 


The day has been mildly cold with flur- 
ries of snow and dashes of sunshine. In 
afternoon Mrs. McGregor went to a country 
club of women up in the old neighborhood. 
She had a fine entertainment with read- 
ings and some refreshments and was con- 
veyed by sleigh both ways. Mrs. Chase 
made a call. Mrs. MacMurphy braced up 
and cooked supper for us two at six o’- 


clock. This shows progress in convales- 
cence. I have finished my story of “John 
Winterbourne’s Family”.

Thursday, January 25. 


The day has been rather cold, not far 
above the zero. I was over town in the 
afternoon to see the Hon. J. G. Crawford 
on my Burnham settlement and get pro- 
visions. Mrs. MacMurphy came down for 
dinner and supper, and took a hand at the 
cooking for some of the meats. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor has been looking after the general 
affairs of the house. [I read most of 
Myrtle Reed’s “Flower of the Dusk’, a 
rather strong novel. Why did Mrs. Reed 
come to take landanum to demise? 


Friday, January 26. 


Up at 6:30 a. m., coldest morning yet, 
mercury at 24 degrees below zero at some 
places in town. I went to Manchester, 
drew some money, returned to Derry, drew 
some more, made drafts amounting’ to 
thirty five hundred, ten dollars, and mail- 
ed to the heirs of the late Charles E. 
Burnham, came home, found Mrs. Mellows 
and Mrs. Thompson here. Mr. Haslam 


came later and took supper with us. Mrs. 
MacMurphy waiting and serving tea and 
entertaining.

Saturday, January 27. 


Cloudy and cold, some snow falling in 
fine flakes, zero weather in the morning. 
Mrs... MacMurphy down all day, attended 
to cooking dinner and supper with Mrs. 
McGregor’s help. Rev. Charles F. Robin- 
son made a call on us all, Mrs. Chase be, 
ing here at the time. His call was about 
an hour in length. The telephone has been 
busy, calls and visits, ete. Nevins inquired 
about getting a special for his F. C. de- 
gree in St. Mark’s lodge to save getting 
off from: Boston Law School. . 


Sunday, January 28. 


Cold morning, 20 degrees below zero, but 
the thermostadt opened the steamer drafts 
at five o’clock and the rooms were warm 
before any of us dressed. Mrs. MacMurphy 
was the first to rise, she made a fire in the 
kitchen stove and prepared breakfast. I 
went to church, conducted service and 
preached, 10:45, opened Sunday School, 
took dinner with Mrs. Haslam and her 
four sons, came home. Mr. Chase called 
and talked over the work of the lodge for 
next meeting. 
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Monday, January 29. 


Snow has fallen in small flakes all day, 
becoming quite damp toward night, the 
total depth is not much. I went over town 
late in the afternoon to buy meat and 
other articles of need. I read aloud from 
Smollet to Mrs. MacMurphy who appears 
to be gaining in strength every day. She 
came down stairs first this morning and 
started the breakfast in the kitchen. We 
had breakfast at seven. She has remained 
all day about the house doing something. 
Mrs. McGregor assists in housework. 


Tuesday, January 30. 


Cloudy weather and little flurries of 
snow almost damp enough for rain. Mrs. 
MacMurphy came down early and had the 
breakfast started before Mrs. McGregor or 
I came on deck. I read aloud some more 
of Smollet’s “PeregrinePickle.” At night 
attended meeting of St. Mark’s Lodge and 
saw F. C. degree worked on Forest O. 
Bailey, and I gave the charge at the end. 
Attendance very good and work done com- 
mendably by the new officers. 


Wednesday, January 31. 
Sunshine part of the time, cloudy all 
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the time, and mild weather altogether. 
Mrs. McGregor went to the farm with 
Myron Richardson. He wanted a load of 
hay and asked her to go with him to open 
the barn, etc. Mrs. MacMurphy has been 
down stairs practically all day. Mrs. ~ 
Gilbert made a call upon her, and gave, 
aid in hanging pictures. Mrs. Chase made 
a short call and presented her mother 
with some doughnuts cooked in genuine 
lard; baker’s doughnuts are cooked in 
cottoline. 


Thursday, February 1. 


Mild winter day and fine. Telephone 
invited me to the installation of Rev. 
Charles F. Robinson to preach in the 
Congregational Church of this place. I 
attended at 10:30 a. m.. Took dinner with 
visiting ministers of the council that gave 


the honors. Attended afternoon sessions 
at 2:30 p. m. In the evening attended the 
visitation of Mt. Nebo Council R. & S. M. 
Saw the working of R. M. degree on twa 
candidates, and had banquet in the same 
place we had dinner, ladies parlors at the 
church. 
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Friday, February 2. 


One of the finest mild winter days has 
passed. Mrs. MacMurphy built. kitchen 
fire and was joined by Mrs. McGregor and 
we had our breakfast at seven o’clock. 
I attended to some purchases over town 
in the forenoon. In the afternoon Mrs. 
- McGregor went to Londonderry and visit- 
ed her cousins the Cornings and Perkins 
‘family. She was back in season for tea. 
Mrs. MacMurphy walked abroad as far as 
the Goodrich house and back. This is be- 
lieved to be a sign of progress. 


Saturday, February 3. 


Miss Stiles and Mrs. Stevens made a 
call here this afternoon. Miss Stiles is a 
cousin of Mr. Goodrich and taught school 
twenty-five years in Minneapolis. She now 
teaches in the district school where I 
first read my alphabet. The building is 
the same but in a new locality about half 
a mile away from the former site. Mrs. 
MacMurphy walked around the triangle to 


get fresh air and exercise today. I was 
over town for provisions in the morning. 
A fine winter day has passed. 
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Sunday, February 4. 


Rather cold day, and unexpectedly so ex- 
cept to the weather bureau of prophecy. 
Mrs. MacMurphy took a walk and came 
back because it was cold outside. Mrs. 
Chase spent an hour with us in the after- 
noon. Mrs. McGregor was about the 
kitchen at all meals but Mrs. MacMurphy 
was first on deck this morning. I must 
report that I did not have any duties of 
a public nature to perform this day as 
Bishop Parker telephoned me last night 
that he would take the Manchester work 
for me. 


Monday, February 5. 


Rather cold day. I went over town in 
the morning wearing fur coat and cap. 
Attended to purchases of provisions. 
Mrs. MacMurphy attended to cooking the 
meals with the assistance of Mrs. McGreg- 
or in the kitchen. I attended two bank, 
meetings in the afternoon and this is about 
the extent of my business. A ton of coal 


came today this makes about eleven tons 
so tar this winter. The price is now ad- 
vanced to eight dollars a ton. 
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Tuesday, February 6. 


Not as cold as yesterday. I found Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Mrs. McGregor down 
stairs and breakfast laid when I arrived 
on deck. After breakfast I went over to 
the session of Probate Court, came home 
for dinner. Mr. Tyrill called for a loan. 
Mr. Richardson called to have me go with 
him to the farm to open barn doors so that 
he could get a load of hay. After tea at 
which Mr. Haslam was present we went to 
Lodge Special, saw E. A. degree worked 
and I gave the lectures. Home before ten 
o’clock. 


Wednesday, February 7. 


' Zero weather early in the morning, but 
gradually the mercury climbed out of 
freezing to moderate. Mrs. MacMurphy 
walked to 9 Crescent St., this day and 
dined with her daughter and Mr. Chase. 
She walked back to 11 South Main St., 
afterward Mrs. Kate Hall called on her in 
the afternoon. Mrs. McGregor went to the 
club at Miss Carrie McGregor’s house. 
there were eleven ladies at refreshments 
perhaps the largest attendance yet for the 
small country woman’s club.

Thursday, February 8. 


Good winter weather, light fall of snow. 
Mr. Tyrrel here to talk with me about 
exchanging his farm for city property or 
village residence. I heard from Dr. Munro 
in Milwaukee, is most 72 years of age and 
not able longer to practice her  profes- 
sion. I went to meeting of R. A. Chapter 
tonight. Mr. Haslam returned to the 
house with me and spent the balance of 
the evening talking with me, Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Mrs. McGregor. 


Friday, February 9. 

Mrs. MacMurphy down early for break- 
fast and all day. She took a longer walk 
in the afternoon. She had company, and 
gave attention to papering the ceiling of 
dining room so far as advice Thadius L. 
Williams laid the paper and the job cost 
$2.96. I was over town twice, found the 
air chilly, the mercury about zero in the 
early morning, and not over twenty any 
part of the day. Mrs. Chase was here for 
a few minutes to see her mother. 


Saturday, February 10. 


Away below zero when we dressed this 
morning and the mercury has_ scarcely 
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risen above zero today, tonight is colder. 
I was over town in fur coat and bought 
provisions to carry us to Monday. Mrs. 
Gilbert called twice in the coarse of the 
day. I talked with G. K. Bartlett Esquire 
at postoffice, on the subject of guardian 
to Mrs. Adams. There is to be a court 
hearing next Friday to attend to the dif- 
ference between Mr. Foster of Topeka 
and the Judge of Probate. 


Sunday, February 11. 


Mrs. McGregor prepared the breakfast. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I appeared in seas- 
on to eat our allowances. Then I went to 
church, conducted service and preached at 
10:45 a. m., conducted Sunday School, and 
afterward had dinner with Mrs. Haslam 
and three of her sons. Came home at 3 
p. m. Mr. and Mrs. Chase were in Boston 
over night and came back this p. m. Zero 
weather prevails but this day has been 
lovely with clear sky and warm sunbeams 
on the sunny side of the buildings. 


Monday, February 12. 


Mrs. MacMurphy had the breakfast ready 
at seven o’clock. Mrs. McGregor next ar- 
rived and then I. The morning was cold 
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down to zero, the sun arose clear and the 
day continued fair and cheerful. Mrs. 
MacMurphy took a street car and rode 
over town to see a dentist and came back, 
so she is improving in strength. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor went to see a dressmaker in after- 
noon. I went over town for a veal roast 
and other provisions. I read aloud some 
more chapters of Peregrine Pickle to Mrs. 
MacMurphy. 


Tuesday, February 13. 


Rather milder weather. The sunshine 
bringing warmth and cheerfulness. I was 
over town making conversations about 
business of Probate Court. There is 4 
movement to have me appointed guardian 
to the widow Adams with an estate of a 
hundred fifty thousand dollars more or 
less. The responsibility is considerable 
as well as the compensation. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy walked to the Anderson place and 
called on Mary and her brother. 


Wednesday, February 14. 


Mrs. MacMurphy had the breakfast 
ready by half past seven. I went over 
town to the bank. Mrs. McGregor hired a 
sleigh and we drove to the farm to look 
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at the conditions. I played a while by the 
organ and Mrs. McGregor picked up a few 
things. I wound up the old eight day clock 
and set the hands to right time, the clock 
had run down because we had been away 
more than a week. Rev. George Haslam 
was here in the evening and amused us 
with stories and conversation. 


Thursday, February 15. 


Mrs. MacMurphy prepared breakfast, 
Mrs. McGregor assisting, Mrs. McGregor 
attended meeting of the Grand Army and 
Relief Corps where they had. entertain- 
ment and refreshments. Mrs. MacMurphy 
attended a federation of three women’s 
clubs where they had a play and refresh- 
ments. After supper Mr. Chase came 
down and Rey. Mr. Haslam came _ in to 
join with Mrs. MacMurphy and myself in 
a game of bridge. Mr. Haslam and Mr. 
Chase went away after midnight. 


Friday, February 16. 


Mrs. McGregor built the fire and cooked 
breakfast, Mrs. MacMurphy came down 
about half past seven to breakfast. Myron 
Richardson called and took me to the 
farm for a load of hay, came back by the 
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depot bringing butter, sugar, bananas and | 
lemons. Mrs. Stevens was here for a call. 
Mrs. Gilbert was here to study French with 
Mrs. MacMurphy. Mr. Haslam called in 
the afternoon to talk about programs for 
Bishop Brent’s lecture, to be held in Con- 
gregational parlors next Tuesday night. 


Saturday, February 17. 


Mild weather, thawing gently. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy first on hand at getting breakfast, 
next Mrs. McGregor and last came the 
master of the house. Not much doing this 
day, the women went walking and calling. 
I was over town for things to éat prepar- 
atory to Sunday. Met a young fellow who 
showed me a printed sermon of the Rev. 
Jonathan Brown, preached in Presbyterian 
Church in Londonderry in 1804, a fare- 
well sermon published at request of his 
parishioners.

Elroys to dinner, spent afternoon at their 
home, conducted evening prayer and 
preached at 6:30 p. m., caught car to east- 
side, transfer, reach Derry at half past 
eight and walk home from station before 
nine. 


Monday, February 19. 


Very mild weather, the snow melting 
everywhere. Mrs. MacMurphy down for 
early breakfast. Mrs. McGregor busy 
about the rooms. I have an engagement 
for next Wednesday evening at Manchester 
to preach and Rev. Wm. Porter Niles tele- 
phoned me tonight to see if I can help him 
in the morning of that day, Ash Wednes- 
day, 1 have agreed to take his penitential 
service communion, etc., at 10 o’clock. It 
is close work to get across the country. 


Tuesday, February 20. 


Met Dr. and Mrs. Albert Brent and their 
two boys at the rectory this morning. In 
afternoon went to station and found Mrs. 
Perry of Malden hospital on the train at 
4:20, brought her home. She was with us 
at supper, then we attended lecture of 
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Rt. Rev. C. H. Brent at Ladies parlors. 
Miss Rudolph played violin, Mrs. Chase 
solo on piano, Mr. Sefton sang. The at- 
_tendance was large. Mrs. Perry is here 
for the night, but goes back early in the 
morning. 

Wednesday, February 21. 


Up at 6:30 a. m.. Mrs. MacMurphy had 
coffee and lunch. I walked to depot, took 
7:50 car, reached Nashua at 9:15, had 
morning prayer, penitential office and holy 
communion for Rev. Wm. P. Niles, took 
12:15 car, reached home at 2:30 p. m. Ben. 
Adams called to say he would like me to 
attend court on Friday, walked to depot, 
took 6:05 car for Manchester. Stormy 
night. Gave evening prayer penitential 
offices and preached: in St. Andrews at 7:30 
p. m., took car and came home at 10:15 
p. m. 


Thursday, February. 22. 


A high wind all day, the rain of yester- 
day earried, off the snow so that it is 
neither wheeling or sledding. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor attended a dinner party . of; her 
club. Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Gilbert 
talked over the affairs of the D. A. R, who 
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haye an exhibit of antiques in the ladies 
perlors tonight. Only one Boston paper 
to be had, The American, as this is a legal 
holiday. Mrs. Smith was here today. Mrs. 
Chase has a card party tonight for Dr. 
and Mrs. Brent of Mahone Bay, Nova: 
Scotia who are at the Rectory. 


Friday, February 23. 


To my disappointment I found court set 
in Exeter instead of. Derry today. Ben. 
Adams telephoned up to see if I had gone, 
and discovered my. mistake, however I 
understood by telegram that my absence 
would not delay the trial. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and I attended D. A. R. exhibit at ladies 
parlors, we had some antiques. there, I 
showed a book printed in 1693. There was 
a pair of andirons exhibited that were said 
to have been inventoried at an auction in 
1691 now owned. by Ben. Chase. 


Saturday, February 24. 


G. K. Bartlett told me that at court inl 
Exeter yesterday Judge Hoyt removed Mr. 
Foster from being guardian to Mrs. Adams 
and a petition was filed to have me ap- 
pointed: to his place. Mr. Chase came in 
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tonight to read over with me his ritual on 
M. M. degree. He is-making good progress 
in learning his part. This day has been 
mild, even ‘warm and thawing. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor has been painting a border to the 
library floor, all around the rug in the 
middle a fancy red border. 


Sunday, February 25. 


Conducted service and preached at West 
Derry bt 10:45. a. m. Mrs. Chase was 
organist. Mrs. MacMurphy in attendance 
“the first time sinee she came from hos- 
pital. I opened Sunday School, heard a 
lesson from boys, closed -the same, had 
dinner at rectory with Dr. and Mrs. Brent, 
their two boys and three of the the Has- 
lam boys, came home at three o’clock, 
went again, eonducted service I preached 
at 6:30 p. m., had supper at rectory. Mr. 
Haslam was at home at half past eight 
from Peterborough, and so had supper 
with us. 


Monday, February 26. 


Picked up papers and made arrangement 
te go to court tomorrow at Exeter about 
the Adam’s guardianship. Talked with 
Weston at the bank, paid a grocery bill at 
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Wilson’s that occurred last week one day 
I was away. Mrs. McGregor put a second 
coat of paint upon the floor of library, 
and barred the entrances. Mrs. Mac~ 
Murphy made call upon the Haslams and 
Brents, walking over considerable street 
line. Went to bed rather early, it seemed 
to be raining and snowing at the same 
time with some wind. 


Tuesday, February 27. 


After breakfast went over to station, 
took steam car 8:31 for Lawrence, thence 
to Exeter. Attended court, met Alfred 
Sawyer of Lowell, Ed. Adams and _ Ben. 
had lunch at restaurant, after that a 
private conversation with Judge Hoyt 
about the guardianship of Mrs. Adams. 
Found out what the mind of the Judge re- 
quired and was able to agree with his 
views of the situation, the bond being fixed 
at one hundred fifty thousand dollars to 
secure the service. 


Wednesday, February 28. 

I have just written to Edward F. Adams 
of Allston, Mass., the result of yesterday’s 
court at Exeter and asked his assistance 
to secure the guardian’s bond. Edward T. 
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Nicholl was in town today, helping Pliny 
M. Campbell unload his goods. The gaso- 
line truck got stuck in snow down in 
Windham with a load of Campbell’s goods 
coming from Boston, the journey had to be 
completed with horses delaying the deliv- 
ery another day. I called on Rev. Lucien 
H. Adams this evening, father to HE. F. A. 


Thursday, February 29. 


Wrote to Edwin F. Adams, also to W. 
W. Rushton, Went to farm with Myron 
Richardson to get a load of hay in the 
forenoon. Was over town again in the after- 
noon. Had a tea party, Mr. and Mrs. J. H. 
Goodrich, Mrs. Mary Stevens, Miss Stiles, 
Mrs. Kate Hall. Mrs. McGregor, Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and myself, the affair passed off 
agreeably and after spending the evening 
in conversation they have just broken up 
and gone home. Miss Stiles teaches in 
district No. 3, she was teaching in Minne- 
sota twenty-five years. 


Friday, March 1. 

Mrs. MacMurphy gave a talk to upper 
grade of school in this district this after- 
noon in response to invitation of the super- 
intendent. She made several social calls 
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also. Mrs. McGregor and Mrs. Stevens 
went out calling also. Mrs. Chase paid a 
visit to Manchester. I went over town 
toward evening, a fine sunshine and cool 
air all day. I brought home some washers 
for the pipes in the sink where there 
appears to be a dropping of water when' 
shut off. Mrs. Emma F. Foote has sent 
receipt for registered letter. 


Saturday, March 2. 


Rather cold weather all day. I went 
over town in fur coat to get provisions for 
Sunday. Mrs. Brent called in afternoon, 
bringing me a note from Mr. Haslam, 
about services at Manchester. Mrs. Gilbert 
called to see Mrs. MacMurphy. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor is arranging for a club meeting 
here next week, lunch, etc. She has an 
invitation to supper at five tomorrow by 
telephone and cannot identify the voice, 
and must await for tomorrow to reveal 
the place of the supper and hostess. 


Sunday, March 3. 

Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. McGregor 
had breakfast ready. I dressed and ate 
with them at 7:20 a. m. Walked to station, 
took 8:50 car for Manchester, transferred 
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to west side car, gave holy communion 
and preached at 10:45, opened Sunday 
School, 108 present, went to Wm. Mc- 
Elroy’s for dinner, met Mrs. Richards the 
mother of Mrs. McElroy, John and Gert- 
rude at table, spent the afternoon there, 
conducted evening service and preached at 
§:30 p. m., good attendance all day. Came 
home in quick time, now it is 9:15 p. im. 


Monday, March 4. 


Went over town after breakfast to talk 
with G. K. Bartlett, Esquire on the subject 
of taking out a surety bond for guardian, 
shall probably do so here. Went over in 
afternoon to attend directors meeting at 
First National Bank, deposits $58,000. and 
to attend trustees meeting at Nutfield Sav- 
ings, deposits $72,000., afterwards talked 
with Grinnell, partner with Bartlett. Sent 
word to Rev. Haslam that he is invited to 
take tea with McElroys in Manchester to- 
morrow. At home reading and enjoying 
the evening. 


Tuesday, March 5. 


The doorbell rang about quarter past 
eight this morning. I went to the door and 
found Mrs. Mellow. She came to spend the 
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day with her sister. I went over town, 
to the court room. Judge of © Superior 
Court was there, Robert Moore Wallace. I 
made up to him and renewed the ac- 
quaintance of forty-five years at Dart- 
‘mouth College. He lives in Milford, N. H. 
and is descended from this old London- 
derry stock of Wallaces. I am making 
some effort to procure a manuscript work 
of our Wallace family for his use. I had 
it at one time. ; 


Wednesday, March 6. 


Went over town after breakfast, inform- 
ed Moncrieff of Hotel Bradford that I 
could not be at meeting of the Derry 
Clinics. Met Edward F. Adams, Hsquire 
at train, came home with him, prepared 
bond application for $150,000. In after- 
noon was at Neighbor’s club. Twelve | 
women here at Mrs. McGregor’s invitation. 
“Rey. Haslam came in and was introduced 
to the club, all at refreshments. They went 
home at five o’clock. I attended evening 
services went into rectory to chat with 
Mr. Haslam. Came home at eleven o’clock 


ready for bed. 
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Thursday, March 7. 


Telegram by telephone from Edward 
F. Adams asking me to go to Manchester 
tomorrow to execute a bond of securety 
and stating that all haste will be made to 
procure me immediate control of deposit 
vault and securities. Attended Mt. Nebo 
Council at night aided in work and election 
of officers. I also installed the new offic- 
ers for the ensuing year, assisted by the 
retiring T. I. M., L. B. Hardy as Grand 
Marshall. Sawyer, Emerson and Grinnell 
received S. M. degree by the former offic- 
ers. 


Friday, March 8. 


Went to Manchester office of American 
Bonding Company. The agent, Bunton 
recognized and shook hands with me, 
jokingly asked if I had come to sign my 
death warrant whereupon I asked him if 
I looked like a crazy man. In short the 
bond was executed for $150,000. and TI 
mailed it to Boston to Edward F. Adams, 
Esquire. to be given to Judge Hoyt. To- 
night Mrs. McGregor, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
I went to a social supper at the ladies 
parlors, the affair was attended by more 
than a hundred people. 
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Saturday, March 9. 


Mrs. MacMurphy had meeting of D. A. 
R. at the house this afternoon, procured 
chairs from Odd Fellows Hall. There were 
refreshments. I went to the farm and 
spent the afternoon. A _ telephone  tele- 
graph came from Edward F. Adams to ask 
me to go to Exeter with him on Monday 
about the guardianship. I got a chicken 
for dinner tomorrow and brought it home 
with me, as the store teams could not de- 
liver so late this afternoon. The snow is 
disappearing rapidly under a warm atmos- 
phere. 


Sunday, March 10. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. McGregor 
down first and have breakfast ready for 
me. After breakfast I started for church. 
Mrs. MacMurphy took a car. I gave morn- 
ing prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m. 
Opened and closed Sunday School, came 
home to dinner at 1:30 p. m., chicken dinner 
with side of baked beans and brown bread. 
Spent the afternoon and evening at home 
reading. Mrs. Chase played on the organ 
at church for the choir this morning as 
she has done before.

Monday, March 11. 


Met Edward F. Adams and went to 
Exeter, executed a new bond jointly The 
‘American Bonding ~Co., and Maryland 
Fidelity Co., and cancelled the former, the 
two companies requiring it. Came back to 
Lawrence and had more than two hours 
to spare, walked over to the north side 
saw no militia nor any signs of strikers 
and disorder. Came home on _ express. 
Ground dry and streets everywhere on the 
way. The day has been lovely and enjoy- 
able for travel. Spend the evening at 
my own house. 


Tuesday, Mareh 12. 


After breakfast I went over town to at- 
tend the annual town meeting and exercise 
my privilege as a voter. About fourteen 
hundred names on the check list. I did not 
vary from usual custom and voted for all 
the democratic candidates like my father 
and two grandfathers before my time. 
This was not singular for me as at this 


period the democratic party is very much 
in evidence all over the country as well 
as in this town. 
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Wednesday, March 13. 


Rainy day, no sunshine. Remained at 
home all day, except to go to postoffica 
and store near by. Mrs. McGregor went 
over town in forenoon and had dinner over 
there. Mrs. MacMurphy went out for a 
little airing, stopped at Mrs. Chase’s for 
supper and is not yet returned at eight 
o’clock. I read aloud to Mrs. MacMurphy! 
from a biography of the sculptor Bertel 
Thorwaldson. I wrote to Mrs. Emma 
F. Foote concerning her aunt’s will and 
benefactors. Invited her to come to Derry 
for a short visit. 


Thursday, March 14. 


Went over town in the morning. Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Mrs. Smith went over to 
sweep the house where the Slaters moved 
out. They came back at one o’clock. Mrs. 
MacMurphy attended a meeting of the 
Woman’s Club in the afternoon, at night 
Dr. Barker telephoned that he would like 
to have me if convenient, open the R. A. 
Chapter for him as he had a case to at- 
tend.: I complied with his request. He 
came later. Election of officers followed 
and then he wanted me to install the of-\ 
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ficers for the ensuing year, which [ did 
also. 


Friday, March 15. 


After breakfast I went over town for 
halibut, a pound of steak at 18 cents. It 
rained and continued to rain slowly ali day. 
Mrs. McGregor went out calling. Mrs. Chase 
came down here for an hour. Mrs. Gilbert 
spent the evening here and has just gone 
home. I had registered letter from the 
west, twenty dollars for rent in 920 Park 
Ave., Racine, Wis., pretty good tenants. 
Racine is far better than Derry for renting 
houses just now since business depression 
struck town, 


Saturday, March 16. 


Sunshine and warmth succeed to rainy 
weather. About all the snow has dis- 
appeared. I drove to the farm with Mrs. 
McGregor in the forenoon and left her 
over town to make calls. Mrs. MacMurphy 
went over town in the afternoon and visit- 
ed the Hosleys. She found the family at 


home. Mrs. McGregor came back at five 
and Mrs. MacMurphy at six, both ready 
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for supper. We had baked beans. To- 
morrow I am expected at Manchester for 
two or more services. 


Sunday, March 17. 


Up at seven, bath, dress and breakfast, 
walk to station, take car at 8:50 a. m. for 
Manchester, transfer to west side, give 
morning service and preach at 10:45 a. m. 
Open Sunday School at 12:15 p. m., visit 
W. W. Shipman, sick in bed, perhaps near 
his death. Went to the McElroys for din- 
her, spent afternoon with them, conducted 
evening service and preach at 6:30 p, m. 
Attendance good in all services. Caught 
car at church for eastside, with transfer 
reach Derry and Dr. W. R. Sanders brings 
me home. 


Monday, March 18. 


Sent vouchers of settlement with three 
Burnhams to Judge of Probate, heard from 
Edward F. Adams by telephone that he had 
my appointment as guardian and would 
like me to go to Manchester tomorrow to 
see securities in bank and take an inveny 
tory with him, etc. I went to farm to help 
in getting a load of hay for Richardson. 
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Mr. Haslam was here for tea, and to be 
coached in R. A. ac. work. Mrs. McGregor 
visited in Londonderry at the Cornings. 


Tuesday, March 19. 


Mrs. McGregor went to the farm for a 
day or two. I met with Adams and Bunton 
at Manchester and examined all the 
securities of Mrs. Katherine J. Adams in 
box 885, Manchester National Bank. Found 
everything correct. President Wm. H. 
Taft was in Manchester today to speak and 
Ane entertained by Derryfield Club, etc. 
Mr. and Mrs. Haslam, Mr. and Mrs. Packer, 
Mr. and Mrs. Chase were here to supper 
with us, they spent the evening and have 
just gone away at half past ten. 


Wednesday, March 20. 


Went over to the bank and looked over 
my list. of securities with the cashier, 
with the intention of asking him to be one 
of the appraisers. Mr. Adams was in town 
on business with Benjamin Chase. Mrs. 
MacMurphy went over in the afternoon 
about tenants and changes. Mrs. McGfegor 
remained alone in the farm house last 
night. and attended’ neighborhood club 
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meeting this afternoon. Bluebirds are 
around. It is colder tonight, even freez- 
ing outside. 


Thursday, March 21. 


The ground all white with snow this 
morning, and snow falling nearly all day. 
I shoveled off my steps and walks to the 
street. All day remained indoors except 
to short trips to the postoffice and store. 
Mrs. Smith was here and put a border 
around my room taking a green hue to 
correspond with the furnishings. Mrs. 
McGregor came down for some of her 
things and I helped her to take them to 
the street car. Miss Stiles will be with 
her at the farm tonight. 


Friday, March 22. 


Went over town twice today, attended 
to some bank business, and got things for 
the house. Heard from Mr. Adams that he 
had applied to Judge of Probate to send 
me blanks for appraisal and name _ the 
persons to make it. In evening Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and<I attended a little concert of 
Mrs. Chase and children, really only a re- 
hearsal. Something from Wagner adapted 
to chorus and solos and recitations. We 
are home again at ten o’clock.

Saturday, March 23. 


Visited lawyer and both banks this morn- 
ing in relation to two coupons of $1,170.00 
each, decided to delay sending them for 
collection. Attended district No. 2 School 
meeting with Mrs. MacMurphy this after- 
noon, rather pleased with program. Mrs. 
Corson called to see Mrs. MacMurphy and 
solicit for banquet of Eastern Star at next 
meeting. Mrs. Frank Procter of Wilton 
was here yesterday with Mrs. Stevens, her 
husband’s aunt. 


Sunday, March 24. 


About eight inches of snow fell in the 
night. After breakfast I went to: church, 
gave morning prayer and preached at 
10:45, opened and closed Sunday School, 
came home for dinner. Mrs. MacMurphy 
had a chicken dinner ready. In afternoon 
Mrs. Chase made us a visit. We spent the 
rest of the day reading in our cosy library. 
Toward dark it began to snow in large 
flakes, and seems in fair way to give us 
more snow than last night. 


Monday, March 25. 


The temperature has been too low for 
the melting of snow, and so we are still! 
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looking out upon the white fields and 
woods. Mrs. Haslam called this afternoon 
on Mrs. MacMurphy, and spent a pleasant 
half hour. Mr. Haslam came in the even- 
ing and spent several hours not going till 
after twelve o’clock. In fact Mrs. Mac» 
Murphy went off to bed an hour ago, and 
left Mr. Haslam to go over some _ ritual 
work with me, to prepare for a visitation 
of the Grand Officers of R. A. C. 


Tuesday, March 26. 


Received nine checks for dividends in the 
Adams estate and deposited today. Went 
over town twice, went to farm . with Mr. 
Brault to see about repairs on my shed at 
my old James MacMurphy place. Mr. and 
‘Mrs. Gilbert here for supper. Mrs. Gilbert 
spent evening with Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Mr. Gilbert went to St. Mark’s lodge meet- 
ing with me. Two candidates worked for 
the E. A. degree. After we returned Mr. 
and Mrs. Gilbert were pleased to be with 
us for supper, and conversation. 


Wednesday, March 27. 


Wrote four letters in the morning, partly 
on business, one to the children. In the 
afternoon took a car for the Adams farm, 
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made a visit with Mr. and Mrs. Hooper, 
Mrs. Knox and Mrs. Adams to talk over the 
situation, and see how Mrs. Adams regard- 
ed my appointment. Found the family in 
2ood spirits and everything comfortable. 
Took notice of bills that need to be paid 
soon. Mrs. MacMurphy has been over town 
part of the day. Mrs. Stevens called here 
this afternoon when Mrs. MacMurphy was 
out. 


Thursday, March 28. 


Began paying bills against the Adams 
estate, went to the parties and obtained 
vouchers for payment. Mrs. Stevens visited 
with Mrs. MacMurphy. In the evening I 
attended a rehearsal of the R. A. Chapter. 
Leora Gilman came to the house for come 
pany while I was gone to lodge room. 
There is much excitement over the taxes 
this year, every owner of property being 
required to make a full inventory for the 
benefit of the selectmen and is expected to 
declare his valuation. 


Friday, March 29. 


Mrs. Ida M. Knox, the nurse for Mrs. 
Adams came here at ten o’clock and fF 
paid her for services up to date, and talked 
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over the situation till noon. In the after-— 
noon Mr. Wafren E. Hooper came with 
team, and I paid him for services up to 
date. I have retained both at the same 
wages as heretofore. Mr. and Mrs. Hooper 
have been on the farm with Mrs. Adams 
eight years. Mrs. Kiiox with her seven. 
Attendéd Mrs. Chase’s concert at Memorial 
Hall tonight. Miss Tingley assisted and 
Mr. Sexton. 
Saturday, March 30. 

Spent the forenoon over town payilig 
bills for, the Adams. estate. It seems the 
Boston Evening Transcript is delivered at 
Mrs. Adams house every night, through 
the favor of a conductor on electric car. 
Mrs. _MacMurphy walked from depot to my 
old MacMurphy farm and back this after- 
noon, not less than two and a half miles. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hosley and their four child- 
ren are already living in the old house, 
once occupied by uncle James MacMurphy. 


Sunday, March 31. 


One of the finest days, sunshiiie, nifld 
and dry, nd need of rubbers. I wetit to 
chureh, conducted the Palm Sunday serv- 
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ices and preached at 10:45 a. m. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy was there. I opened Sunday 
School and closed the same, came home for} 
dinner. Mrs. Mellows arrived about quarter 
past five for a visit with us. I went to 
church, conducted evening prayer and 
preached at 6:30 p. m. Home again at 
eight, talked till eleven,-now ready for bed. 


Monday, April 1. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and her sister had 
breakfast ready when I came down at half 
past seven. After breakfast I went over 
town and paid $491.23 taxes on Adams 
estate and $45.88 coal bill. Attended church 
at ten o’clock, came home with meat for 
dinner. In the afternoon I attended meet- 
ing of directors First National Bank and 
meeting of trustees of the Nutfield Savings 
Bank. Came home for tea with wife and 
her sister, Mrs. Mellows. Then went over 
town and attended evening services at 
7:45 p. m. Went to rectory and spent an 
hour, home. | 


Tuesday, April 2. 


Very light rain and some snow continued 
to fall all day. After breakfast I went to 
bank with deposits, thence to church at ten 
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o’cleck, Came home at noon and. went with 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Mellows to Mrs. 
Chase and took dinner with Mr. and Mrs. 
Chase. In the evening I went to church,

Mrs. Mellows and Mrs. MacMurphy fiad 
breakfast ready when I caime down. After 
breakfast I went to church for teti 6’clock 
service. Mrs. Kiiox was there. Came home 
for dinher. In the afternoom Mrs: Adams 
and son called. She is my ward but as 
bright a womah 48 one Wotild care to see. 
The son is home frdm college on short va- 
cation; and took the mother out thi8 fine. 
afternoon. It did tot seem nécéssary for 
the nurse to bé with hér, ofily money 
causes this nurse and restraint. 


Saturday, April 6. 


Tie postmaster telephoned me for in- 
formation about a letter addtesséd to 
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James Minot in the estate of Eliza A. Mac- 
Murphy. I gave him quite a history of the 
trusteeship of $38,000.00 left by Silas A. 
’McMurphy and the death of Katy. I took a 
car at 2:50 for Nashua and thence to Wilton 
reached there at six. Frank Procter met 
me at depot. We went to the store and saw 
‘the father. They took me home with them. 
I had supper with Frank, his wife and two 
children, lodged there and was well ac- 
commodated. , 


Sunday, April 7. 


Had breakfast with the Procters and 
went to church at 9 a.m. Gave communion 
and preached. Archibald Thompson drove 
‘me down to Milford where I gave commun- 
ion and preached at 10:45 a. m. thence to 

dinner at the Howison house. In the after- 
noon walked through the hill country, a 
_Warm air everywhere. Had supper at the 
same house and lodging too. In the even- 
ing it began to rain and to grow colder, 
before morning the temperature was down 
to freezing. 


Monday, April 8. 
Had breakfast early at the Howison 
house and took train for Nashua. The air 
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was very chilling. Took eleetric cars at 
the Hudson bridge, changed at Goffs Falls, 
reached Derry at 10:40 a. m. Made call 
at Rectory, came home for dinner. Cold 
continued all day. Mr. Haslam here for 
tea and-to play rummy till eleven o’clock, 
and was particularly cheerful tonight, per~ 
haps pleased with his work of Easter and 
appreciation by so many people. 


Tuesday, April 9. 


Amanda had breakfast on the lake when 
Mrs. MacMur phy and I came down at seven 
o’clock this morning. Over town this morn- 
ing I made deposit at bank, paid $400.00 
for surety bond and some other bills. Was 
home for dinner bringing an Waster lily 
that had been in church on Sunday. Mrs. 
Goodrich and Mrs. Stevens made us a call 
this afternoon. They expected to hear 
from the Procters of Wilton by me as 
was there on Sunday. At five o’clock: snow 
began to fall and now it looks white over 
all the landseape. | 


Wednesday, April 10. 


Snow on the ground, two inches deep 
at sunrise. I went over town after break- 
fast, called by telephone to see E. G, 
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Powell, found him half crazy because the 
doctor had given him a hyperdermic inject 
tion of morphine. At night told Mr. ‘Has- 
lam and he and I paid a visit to the Pow- 
ells... He is better tonight and reconciled 
to the outrage of the doctor. Tonight Mrs. 
McGregor becomes a Rebekah and will 
come here later to stay for the rest. of the 
night. Special car at midnight. 


Thursday, April 11, 


Ground pretty dry today. Saw all kinds 
of birds in the fields, blackbirds, ete. Went 
over town for some provisions. Mrs. Mc 
Gregor was here over night and for break- 
fast. Mrs. Mellows and Mrs. MacMurphy 
were at the rectory this afternoon. 
Woman’s Guild meeting there, they are to 
. have a handkerchief sale soon. Mrs. Gil- 
bert here to talk about the women’s club 
doings at Mrs. Campbell's today. Mrs. Gil- 
mon here to talk about prices to be mark- 
ed on a lot of handkerchiefs. 


Friday, April 12. 


After breakfast, | went over town for 
provisions, after dinner, rode to the farm 
with John W. Anderson, gave some direc- 
tions to the carpenter about clapboard- 
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ing the woodshed at my uncle Janies Mac- 
Murphy place, where the Hosleys now live. 
Came to depot with Anderson and ordered 
a new pump for the well for that place. 
At night attended supper at hall with Mrs. 
MacMurphy, Mr. Haslam, Mr. and Mrs. 
Chase and Mrs. Mellows. After returning 
played rummy till eleven o’clock. 


Saturday, April 13. 


Rather nice day of sunshine. Mrs. Mel- 
lows and Mrs. MacMurphy went to Chester 
on electric car to attend meeting of D. A. 
R. at Miss Webster’s home, on the way 
back they called on Mrs. Adams and had a 
fine visit with her. She gave them one of 
her paintings. Mrs. Knox they saw also as 
an inseparable companion of Mrs. Adams. 
Mr. Hooper brought me a chicken and two 
dozen eggs for which I paid him a dollar 
and twenty cents. Mrs. Chase came in for 
half an hour this evening. 


Sunday, April 14. 


After breakfast went to station, took 
8:50 ear to Manchester, took transfer to 
west side, and conducted. service and 
preached at St. Andrew’s Church, opened 
Sunday School, 27 vested in choir, went by — 
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invitation to the Shipman’s, found him dy- 
ing, made appointment to call again. Went 
to the McElroys for dinner, there had 
telephone notice that Mr. Shipman had 
died. Went again to house and made ar- 
rangements to officiate at funeral on Wed- 
nesday. Attended evening service and 
preached. Took car for-home. Here at 
nine. 


Monday, April 15. 


Mrs. Mellows up early and had breakfast 
when Mrs. MacMurphy and I came down. 
I had some business at the bank in connec- 
tion with the Adams estate. In the even- 
ing the children came with friends for a 
lecture by Mrs. MacMurphy, accompanied 
by views cast on a sheet by a lantern at- 
tached to the electric wire of the library. 
This is a new means of lighting the stere- 
optical plates. The attendance was very 
good, about thirty, perhaps a few more. 
All enjoyed the treat. 


Tuesday, April 16. 


Benjamin F. Adams came here at two 
‘o'clock and we had a talk about the situa- 
tion at the Adams farm and the expenses,’ 
of the household, the unprofitableness of 
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farming. In the evening Mrs. Mellows kepd 
house and Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to 
the swell dress party at Mr. and Mrs. J. 
H. Weston’s on Oak Street. There was a 
large gathering, tenth anniversary of their 
wedding, elaborate refreshments, music by 
orchestra, the caterer was colored with 
‘colored assistant and excellent service. 


Wednesday, April 17. 


At ten minutes to one p. m. took electric 
car with Rev. Haslam for Manchester, 
transferred to west side. Met Rev. Bailey 
at church, there we three conducted fun- 
eral service of William W. Shipman, Senior 
Warden of the church, the vested choir 
assisted in full force. We proceeded to 
cemetery and held commital service at the 
grave. Came home for supper. Amanda 
took tea with Mr. and Mrs. Chase. After 
‘supper I went to the rectory, played five 
hundred with Mr. and Mrs. Haslam till half 
past nine, came home. 


Thursday, April 18. 

Earthquake of San Francisco, six years 
ago today. Rainy morning, and so I de- 
clined to take the trip to Scottish Rett 
‘services at Nashua. I have only missed one 
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annual gathering of the New Hampshire 
Consistery. Mrs. MacMurphy however, went 
to the Woman’s Guild meeting at Mrs. 
Bell’s. Mrs. Gilbert went with her. Mrs. 
Mellows and I kept house and read papers. 
Great excitement over the loss’ of 1500 
people on the greatest steamer of the 
world, “The Titanic’? about 800 rescued by 
the “Carpathia” the steamer struck an ice- 
berg and sunk in 4 hours. 


Friday, April 19. 


Another cloudy and dull day has passed. 
I was over town on business twice. Sent 
for license to drive automobile to Secret- 
ary of State, Edward Peason, ten dollars 
for machine and one for renewal to drive 
Mrs. Mellows and Mrs. MacMurphy have 
gone to see “Alice in Wonderland” at the 
hall, the Congregational Minister drama- 
tized the story for the Sunday School and 
public. I paid G. A. Varney for ice last 
summer $7.35, he came in to visit with 
Amanda as he formerly lived in New Mark- 
et and knew her. 


Saturday, April 20. 


Amanda Mellows went back today. She 
was here three weeks lacking a day, and 
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seemed to enjoy all the time. She said she 
must go home to do some mending of. 
underwear for the other inmates of the 
Masonic Home, No. 813 Beech St. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor and Mrs. Stevens went to Manchest- 
er on the same car with Mrs. Mellows, 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I with basket and 
trowel made an excursion into the woods 
this afternoon because we thought to find 
May flowers and enjoy the glorious sun- 
shine, blue sky and mild spring weather. 


Sunday, April 21. 


Mrs. MacMurphy prepared breakfast. I 
ate and started for station at 8:15, took a 
car for Manchester and transfer to west 
side. Gave service and preached at 10:45 
a. m. at St. Andrew’s. Opened the Sun- 
day School, 102 in all, went to the M@«- 
Elroy’s for dinner, two sons at home. Miss 
Isadore Johnson there. In afternoon I 
visited grave yard, saw uncle Jesse’s new 
stone, saw David Atwood’s monument and 
Tenney’s tomb, all relatives. Conducted, 
evening service at St. Andrew’s and 
preached at 6:30 p. m. Home at nine 
o’clock. 
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Monday, April 22. 


Foggy and wet morning. We remained 
indoors till after supper. Mrs. Adams 
sent a poem on birds through the mail, it 
was held up till I saw it, 1nd considering 
it very good, remailed it to the Derry News 
for printing. Mrs. MacMurphy and I went 
to 9 Crescent Street and spent the even- 
ing with Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Chase, playing 
rummy, drinking ginger pop and eating 
chocolates. We returned home about ten 
o’clock, with some rain drops falling. 


Tuesday, April 23. 


Mrs. MacMurphy spent the 42nd anni- 
versary of our marriage at the church 
sale and entertainment. I went to the farm 
to show Mrs. McGregor how to make out 
her inventory for the assessors, and I had 
my dinner with her. Afterward I attended 


the sale. Mrs. Adams and Mrs. Knox were 
there for a couple of hours. My automo- 
bile plates with numbers, I found at the 
Express Office and now have everything 
ready to motor about as soon as Idoa 
little lubricating. 
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Wednesday, April 24. 


Spent a couple of hours in the forenoon 
cleaning and oiling my motor buggy. Then 
went over town in it for the first time 
this year. Made several business calls 
brought Mr. Haslam back, he was here for 
dinner and an hour after dinner. The 
grass has become quite green in the yard. 
At the farm yesterday I picked up 22 
Wisterea ‘beans, today, Mrs. MacMurphy 
planted them in earth. She has a number 
of boxes planted with seed, some lettuca 
and raddish have appeared already. 


Thursday, April 25. 


After breakfast Mrs. Smith came and 
worked five and a half hours. I went to 
town in motor and bought two sashes and 
took to my old MacMurphy house for shed 
windows. Called on Mrs. McGregor. Was 
at home for dinner. After supper took 
Mrs. MacMurphy to rectory. Mr. and Mrs. 
C. B. Chase went along with us. We played 
rummy and bridge till eleven o’clock, had 
refreshments, ice cream, oranges and cake. 
Came home near twelve, found electric 
lights off, and are using candles to go to 
bed. 
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Friday, April 26. 


After breakfast I oiled my machine and 
went to town for provisions and to attend 
to some fire insurance. Two new policies 
came in today. I sent check to Judge Hoyt 
for Court expenses in the Adams estate. 
I wrote to Ben. Adams at Hanover. After 
tea Miss Ella Eastman came in and made 
a long visit talking of her knowledge of 
Mrs. Adams in her early days, before her 
marriage. She knows much of people of 
similar troubles through real experiences 
and while herself with Dr. Eugene Hill in 
a home. 


Saturday, April 27. 


After breakfast went over town in motor 
buggy, took interest on Gustin note, signed 
report of First National Bank, paid for 
fire insurance, bought provisions at store, 
met several persons on business. Home for 
dinner. Mild afternoon. Mr. and Mrs. 
Chase here for supper and to play rummy 
and five hundred till half past nine. Paid 
Mr. Brault for carpenter work, thirty-four 
dollars and three cents. Grass is green in 
the yard. 


60 
Sunday, April 28. 


After breakfast I started up my machine, 
took in Mrs. MacMurphy and went to 
chureh, conducted morning prayer and 
preached at 10:45 a. m., opened Sunday 
School, taught a class of boys, closed Sun- 
day School and came home for dinner. 
After tea we called on Mrs. Hall who is go- 
ing to start for Detroit with her neice Miss 
Ladoux tomorrow, then we called on Rev. 
Lucian Adams and enjoyed his funny 
stories and experiences among the Turks 
and Armenians 381 years. 


Monday, April 29. 


Cloudy and rainy by turns. Mild weather. 
I gave myself to writing essay on “the 
sixth sense”. Made thirty-six pages of 


essay perhaps twenty-five hundred words. 
In the afternoon brought the two bank 
cashiers together at director’s room and 
made a preliminary estimate of stock val* 
ues in Adams estate. I read my essay to 
Mrs. MacMurphy and she gaid it was 
well written but did .not discover where 
the sixth sense came in. 
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Tuesday, April 30. 


Partly clouded, by noon it had become 
sunshine and cool. Mrs. MacMurphy plant-. 
ed ten shrubs from nursery with my as- 
sistance. Ed. Adams was here for an hour 
making out lists in Adams estate, the neti 
is above a hundred thousand dollars at 
present stock values. At night I attended 
icdge and gave Master Mason’s lecture ta 
Whipple and Nevins in their 3rd degree. 
Attendance about forty with refreshments. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Chase at Guild 
meeting. 


Wednesday, May 1. 


Went to May breakfast with Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy. Mrs. MacGregor and Miss Stiles 
came down from the farm. Motored over 
town with her, to 32 Aiken Street and met 
Mrs. Knox at train, 11:29. Ordered mati- 
tress at Pillsbury’s store. In afternoon I at- 
tended Clericus and read a paper on Sixth 
Sense. In evening played rummy with Rev. 
Haslam and Mrs. Gilbert and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy till about twenty minutes to 
twelve. Planted more shrubs in the yard. 
The day has been charming. 
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Thursday, May 2. 


Corralled the appraisers, EH. R. Angell, 
Joseph B. Bartlett and James H. Weston, 
and with them went to Manchester, hunt- 
ed up A. S. Bunton and appraised all the 
value in safety deposit vault 385, Manchest- 
er National Bank. Had dinners at “The 
Orrington,” came back to Derry, went to 
farm and appraised things there. After 
tea I went to Mt. Nebo Council, and by re- 
quest, worked S. E. M. degree on five S. 
Ms., C. S. Emerson, Fred M. Moore, Herbert 
L. Grinnell, Eugene D. Campbell and Perley 
D. Sawyer, refreshments served after- 
wards. 


Friday, May 3. 


Went over town in the forenoon to at- 
tend to note at the bank, church mote 
$300., reduced it to $259. six months. Mr. 
Hooper here and I paid him a month’s' 
wages, etc., and balanced accounts. Mrs. 
MacMurphy rode with me to town and 
made several calls, partly on business of 
tenants and partly for pleasure. Mr. Code 
here to plow and harrow the ground for 
garden and flowers. The day has been 
very pleasant. Leaves beginning to show 
on trees. Grass green everywhere. 


— 
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Saturday, May 4. 


Mr. Cote was here again today, spading 
up garden and hauling away ashes. I met 
with Angell, Bartlett and Weston at the 
Derry National Bank to complete inventory 
of the Adams estate. After this was com- 
pleted I went to farm in motor, with spade 
and axe, lifted a maple. Mrs. MacMurphy 
gathered some garden roots and plants 
and we came home. I took a_ loaf of} 
white bread, baked by wife to Mrs. Chase 
end received a loaf of brown bread. 


Sunday, May 5b. 


After a hurried breakfast with Mrs. 
MacMurphy I walked to station, took a car 
at 8:50 for Manchester, transferred to 
west side, gave holy communion and 
preached at 10:45. Opened Sunday School, 
went to William McElroy’s for dinner with 
Mrs. McElroy, with John and _ Gertrude, 
children of his, by former wife. Walked 
out and called on William Gilman on B. 
Street. Saw his wife and two healthy’ 
children. Gave evening service and 
preached at 6:30 p. m. and am home at 
nine. 
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Monday, May 6. 
Rainy morning and no signs of letting up 
today. In. spite of rain Mrs. MacMurphy. 
planted some bulbs, cannas and dahlias. 
We remained in the house or about it all 
day, reading, writing, talking, studying. 
At evening we dipped into family history, 
and I wrote an introduction to several 
beoks that I used in various parts of the 
country. I mean that I made notes con 
cerning the circumstances of my buying 

the bocks to perpetuate old memories. 


Tuesday, May 7. 


Mr. Cote here today, took away the ash- 
es and rubbish at the back of the barn and 
plowed and harrowed there. We took the 
Maple tree over town in motor and plant- 
ed it at one of the houses occupied by 
Peter Brunelle. In the afternoon Mr. 
Haslam came and had tea with us. Mr. 
Chase came down in the evening and we 
played bridge till eleven o’clock, then I 
took him home in the machine, and return- 
ed in fifteen minutes. 


Wednesday, May 8. 


Another dull day of wet and drizzle. 
We spent the whole day within doors, read-

ing, writing and working at something. We 
must have three meals and go through all 
the motions of preparations and _ table 
ceremonies. It seems very convenient to 
talk with people over a telephone, especial- 
ly in a rainy day, and it saves much time: 
and travel. I hear from the farm daily and 
know that Jennie is cheerful and has some- 
body in the house for companion. 


Thursday, May 9. 


There was sunshine at six o’clock this 
morning, but clouds and rain, thunder 
end lightning came later. Mrs. MacMurphy 
rode with me over town in the afternoon 
between showers. I got inventory at bank 
and mailed to Mr. Adams at Boston. Mrs. 
Gilbert here at night. Mrs. Chase here also. 
Mrs. Smith worked here most of the day, 
cleaning house, sweeping and dusting. Mrs. 
MacMurphy planted a few seeds at front 
of house beside the cement walk. Yesterday 
was cold and wet, today has been warm 
and wet. 


Friday, May 10. 


This appears to be a fair day, after a’ 
spell of cold and cloud. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and I went to town in machine. Made 
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several business calls and bought provis- 
ions. We were home again for dinner. 
Mrs. MacMurphy spent much time in the 
gardens, and I ran the lawn mower for a 
couple of hours, this is the beginning of 
the season. Mrs. Gilbert is here tonight, 
singing French songs by the piano and 
talking French with Madam :MacMurphy. 
I spent considerable time over my ac- 
counts in the Adams estate today. 


Saturday, May 11. 


This has been a glorious summer day. 
The leaves are large enough to give a 
green appearance to the trees around the 
town. Mrs. MacMurphy attended the D. A. 
R. meeting this afternoon, they had _ re- 
freshments. I was over town twice in 
machine. It seems to be in fine working 
order. We made an exchange of new 
bread with Mrs. Chase. We gave her 
home made white loaf and she gave us 
home made brown loaf to go with our 
home made baked beans for supper. 


Sunday, May 12. 


After breakfast I cranked my machine 
and took Mrs. MacMurphy to church. Con- 
ducted morning prayer and preached at 
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19:45 a. m. She came home to prepare 
dinner, I remained to open Sunday School, 
teach the boys and close the session. Then 
I came home to dine with Mrs. MacMurphy. 
Since dinner we have read and received 
ealls. The day has been cloudy with 
showers. It seems very warm in the 
house. The steam heat is still kept up 
though a little uncomfortable to bear. 


Monday, May 13. 


The atmosphere is close and warm and 
damp, as muggy as in dog days. Some 
gardening done today. Mrs. MacMurphy 
sowing garden seeds, We rode over town 
_in the afterncon. Mrs. Adams sent both 
ef us letters. Foster sent bank book from 
Topeka and check was. eleven hundred 
dollars. I have windows open _ tonight, 
the heat is still uncomfortable. I must? 
let the steam heat be discontinued if this 
weather holds on another day. 


Tuesday, May 14. 


The greater part of the day has been! 
fine, but toward evening came drops of 
rain and a storm set in for the night. Mrs. 
MacMurphy had a lecture with views in 
the evening taking for her subject “Up 
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the Rhone.” The attendance was very 
good. She borrowed or hired rather, three 
dozen chairs besides our own seating con- 
veniences. Mrs. Gilbert manipulated the 
slides before an electrical lamp in a stere- 
opticon. Some market baskets were sold. 
they were made of bushes by Micmac 
Indians. 


Wednesday, May 15. 


In the afternoon I made a trip _ into! 
Londonderry with Mrs. MacMurphy in my 
machine. We passed over the road by 
Rosecrans W. Pillsbury’s house, and by 
Frank A. Hardy’s house for the pleasure of 
seeing fine houses. We came to the old 
graveyard and went inside to look up in- 
teresting inscriptions on monuments. 
Then we passed to the Mammoth road and 
down to the school house where I was 
teaching forty-six years ago, thence home 
by the Nevins Farm. 


Thursday, May 16. 


Today cloudy, rainy and damp all day, 
remained indoors for the greater part of 
the time, but went over town for provisions 
in the morning, umbrella, rubbers and 
overcoat needed and worn. Rev. and Mrs. 
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Haslam-here.for.supper and to play, bridge. 
whist ~ until. eleven .o’clock, when L lighted. 
up. my three dJamps - on. motor, cranked Up. 
and carried ..both. of them home. . ‘Tam. 
back after. the trip at. 11: 40. p. My. to write, 
up diary, wind three clocks _and a watch, 


smoke a cigar and retire in peace. 
Friday. “May 17. 

“Mrs. MacMurphy” rode to town ‘with: “me 
in auto, we ‘made calls” at~the rectory and 
at stores and ‘tenants. Came” “Home for 
dinner. “In aftertioon I rode to the farm, 
paid eighteen dollars to “Jennie as her 
part of some interest, dug up some rose 
bushes, gathered rhubarb, came homie <for 
supper. In evening attended a children’s 
play, embracing about all ‘the children ‘in 
our district. The singing was good, the 
costumes ‘were good, there must have been 
sood training to produce SO good an opera. 


ata May 18, 


After dinner I ¢ranked- my machine and 
took Mrs. MacMurphy riding:- We, went to 
Neal’s store for some fixtures. for Mrs. 
Chase, then we went for rent to Mrs. 
Manning, thence up to Folsom road, and 
on eastward to turnpike, crossed _ that, 
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passed the new buildings on old Hoyt farm 
now owned by millionaire Wight, thence 
to Beaver Pond and so around the shore 
to five corners, making the hill that stall- 
ed my engine last year, and home through 
Hast Derry Village, a nice long ride. 


Sunday, May 19. 


After breakfast at quarter past eight, 
walked to station, took 8:50 electric car to 
the city, gave morning prayer and preach- 
ed at St. Andrew’s, West Manchester af 
10:45 a. m. Opened and closed Sunday 
School, attendance 106. Went to Wm. 
McElroy’s for dinner. In afternoon visited 
Eliot hospital, found Mrs. Powell uncon- 
scious. Mr. Powell and his two sons were 
in the room. Mr. Dick, a brother from 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, had come through 
in the morning. Mrs. Fred Powell, Jr.. 
and Miss Lilliam Powell had just gone. 


Monday, May 20. 


Planted sixty hills of potatoes in my 
back yards and some beans. Mrs. Mac-~ 
Murphy helping. Went over town for meat 
and bread, lettuce and cucumbers. Mr. 
Haslam was here for supper and to play 
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rummy till twenty minutes past eleven, 
then I lighted the three lamps in my auto- 
mobile, cranked up and took him home 
with five dozen eggs he had bought in 
town this afternoon at’ 23 cents a dozen, 
two cents less than store prices. Mrs. 
Goodrich called. George Waldo Brown call- 
ed and announced that I am life member 
of Manchester Historic Association. 


Tuesday, May 21.° 


In afternoon motored over to F. W. 
Powell’s house to attend funeral of his 
wife. Rev. Haslam met me there. We con- 
ducted service. Eastern Star delegation 
officiated after our past Knights of Malta 
in uniform acted as bearers. Hacks con- 
veyed us to the grave for committal. We 
performed the usual rites. Mr. Fred W. 
Powell, Jr., and wife present, Frank and 
wife, Annie and husband, Gracie and hus- 
band and Lillian.

Wednesday, May 22.

Thursday, May 23. 


Motored to town in “forenoon for meat: 
and provisions. Mrs. Smith ‘here clean- 
ing house. Mrs. MacMurphy attended meet= 
ing of Woman’s Club at Mrs. Greenough’s 
Mrs. Gilbert here at night for lesson in 
French. She and Mrs. MacMurphy . are 
very close friends in these days. Mrs. 
Hosley sent by mail half a month’s rent. 
Mrs. Chase here for a few minutes’ only. 
I wore an overcoat in the ‘morning but it 
is quite warm tonight. We worked inthe 
gardens, set out tomato pants, “Mrs: Mae- 
Murphy did. 


Friday, ‘May 24: 
Motored to town for halibut, beans, salt- 
pork, bread, lettuce, cucumbers, etc., back 


early. Warm day ‘with thunder and drops 
of rain.. We planted more garden seeds: 
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Tried to keep cool in shade. Apple trees 
in blossom and sweet scented air about. 
Mrs. MacMurphy lectured to school in 
district No. 2, that is near the house. New 
‘magazines came and we are reading them 
tonight. It feels so warm indoors, that 
I think we cannot bear much over us in 
bed. Very low fire in heater. 


Saturday, May 25. 


About nine o’clock I began to run the 
mower on my lawn, at twelve o’clock I 
had cut all around the buildings and trim- 
med with a sickle. In the afternoon Mrs. 
MacMurphy went to town with me in auto 
for provisions. We bought plants _ also! 
for the lawn. We called several places. 
For tea we had home made _ products, 
baked beans of Mrs. MacMurphy’s, our 
cooking. The day has been beautiful with 
occasional overcasting and slight showers. 


Sunday, May 26. 


A most splendid day, and just comfort- 
able in temperature. Mrs. MacMurphy and 
I motored to town at half past ten. I con- 
ducted morning service, gave holy com+ 
munion and preached at 10:45 a. m. Wife 
came home to prepare dinner. I opened 
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Sunday School and heard the boys recite 
lessons, etc. Came home for dinner, and 
to spend the afternoon. At night I motor- 
ed over town again and gave them evening 
service. Back at half past seven- to eau 
something more and sit down to reading 
with Mrs. MacMurplhy. | 


Monday, May 27. 


Mrs. Knox telephoned that she would 
take the ten o’clock train for Manchester 
and like to meet me at train. Mrs. Mace 
Murphy went over with me just in time 
to see Mrs. Knox take the train. In after- 
noon we rode to the Adams farm and 
talked with Mr. Hooper and Mrs. Adams 
in fact made quite a visit. In the evening 
Mr. and Mrs. Chase came in for a game of 
rummy, a glass of ginger ale with nabis- 
cos. The day has been fine. I watered 
my lawn with a hose from the sill cock. 


Tuesday, May 28. 


Went to Manchester on the 8:50 car this 
morning. Transferred bank book of Frank 
H. Foster, guardian, to my own account in 
a new book adding eleven months interest, 
making $1,036.67, passed the book over to 
A. §. Bunton to be put in safety deposit

box 386 for my ward’s use. At night at- 
tended Masonic meeting for Master 
Mason’s degrees on two candidates. I gave 
the lecture of the 38rd degree. Afterwards 
we had strawberries, ice cream, cake and 
ginger ale and cigars and speeches. 


Wednesday, May 29. 


Took Mrs. MacMurphy to town in the 
forenoon. Saw quite an unusual number 
of persons at the bank drawing out money. 
Heard there was a small run on the bank. 
The calm minds of a few dispelled the fear 
of others, so that in a few minutes the rum 
ceased. Mr. Haslam here for tea and to 
meet Mrs. Chase and talk over plans for. 
an entertainment, “Ireland in song and 
story.” Mr. Haslam to lecture with suit- 
able accompaniment of music. All for the 
benefit of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


Thursday, May 30. 


Memorial day is very wet. We remaix 
at home and let others do the celebrating 
Many automobiles went on this street, pre- 
sumably to Rockingham Park at Salem, 
N. H., for racing today, immense crowd ex- 
pected. At night Benny Adams came with 
his new runabout to talk about his mother. 
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going to Hanover Commencement in June. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I with Mrs. Adams 
and Mrs. Knox intend to go, and Benney 
will make all the necessary arrangements 
for rooms to be used for our lodgings, etc. 


Friday, May 31. 


Went over town on foot. At the bank 
found bank examiner and he wanted me 
to go through the securities with him and 
talk about the notes and their makers. The 
only other director there was F. N. Young: 
I was late home for dinner, half past one. 
At night went with Mrs. MacMurphy to 
hear an anti-suffrage speaker, Miss Bron- 
son. The attendance was small, not more 
than thirty. Some men, more women. She 
evidently has a good acquaintance with the 
subject with figures: 


Saturday, June 1. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to town in 
the morning on business. Mrs. Gustin paid 
me forty-eight dollars and _ eighty-five 
cents on a note.

Fine day, rather warm for real comfort. 
With wife, went to church, helped in com. 

Mrs. Chase rode over 
with us, and came back after service with 
us. We had dinner and remained home 
till about five. Took a-ride for an hour. 
I went to evening service alone, when 1 
returned Miss Stiles called and spent an 
hour here. She took ten tickets to sell 
for our next entertainment. Mr. Haslam 
will lecture on New Foundland and Mrs. 
Chase will illustrate. 


Monday, June 3. 


Another fine day and not excessively 
warm. We were over town in the morn- 
ing and again in the afternoon. Mrs. Mac+ 
Murphy went to Manchester to call on her 
sister at the Masonic Home. I attended 
two meetings at the bank, first of the dir} 
ectors in First National; second, of trust- 
ee’s in Savings. Mrs. Knox here to re- 
teive her salary and talk of Mrs. Adams) 
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and the proposed trip to Hanover, for an- 
nual commencement. Mr. Brault here re- 
pairing screens, etc. Mr. Cote here to 
carry ashes from the cellar. 


Tuesday, June 4. 


Another fine day, sunshine and mostly 
clear sky. Mr. Brault was here and a 
plumber, they moved the sink from the 
back room to the kitchen, and changed the 
hot and cold water pipes, and connected: 
up the sink drain, etc. I read aloud a book 
on Contentment, written by David Grayson 
we find it very entertaining. Mrs. Frank 
G. How loaned the book to Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy. Although we have a large library 
of our own, we enjoy other people’s books 
when recommended. 


Wednesday, June 5. 


Another fine day. We went to town in 
the morning for provisions, etc. Mr. 
Brault was here fitting doors and screens. 
We went to town in the afternoon, visited, 
the library for a book. Later went to the 
farm, found a carpenter at work putting 
up a chamber over the front piazza. We 
dug up several shrubs, one a blush rose 
from the Pelham hill collection. The great- 
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| grandmother Gibson garden upon the hill, 
_ originally supplied these blush roses, they 
| are very old. 


Thursday, June 6. 
This has been a wet day. Mr. Hoopei 


| brought five dozen eggs from the Adams 


farm, and I paid him $1.00 for them. I 


also settled with him for balance due him 
| on salary for the last month. He sold from 
the farm in May to the value of more than 


fifty dollars. Mrs. MacMurphy gave a lec-

Friday, June 7.

I 
cannot remember ever having been to that 
yard before. We came back by way of tha

After tea we attended an organ 
concert at Charles Bartletts, an instrumenr 
of much power to be used with or without 
records. 


Saturday, June 8. 


Rockingham Park at Salem gathered 
thousands of peope today with automobiles. 
Races of all descriptions and prizes to 
match every species, from five miles to 
fifty and single prizes as high as one 
thousand dollars. Many automobiles pass- 
ed by my house both going and coming. 
this being a well known turnpike. I mow- 
ed my lawn today in about three hours. 
Mr. Tyrrell volunteered to use his scythe 
along the edges, and by the fence. There 
was a slight frost here last night with 
hurt. 


Sunday, June 9. f 


Rather cool day but bright. After break- 
fast, we motored to church where I con- 
ducted service and preached at 10:45. Mrs. 
MacMurphy came home by trolley to get 
dinner, I remained to take charge of the 
Sunday School classes. We dine at half 
past one. Spent the afternoon very quietly. 
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‘After tea went for evening service, taking. 
Mrs. MacMurphy part of the way. She 
called on a mason to see if he can lay; 
some pulp plaster for us tomorow. I at~ 
tended service and motored home again. 
We read during the evening. 


Monday, June 10. 


More frost last night, really destroyed all 
my tomato plants, my beans, some of my 
dahlias, and even potato tops. Not much 
to interest us today. I went to town twice 
in motor, bought some phosphate and a bag 
of pulp plaster to repair the sink room. I 
engaged a Mr. Scribner to come tomorrow 
and lay the pulp plaster. I put on. the 
hose and watered my garden, spending an 
hour at- the job after tea. Mrs. Chase 
called on us in the evening to talk of her 
drive in the country. 


Tuesday, June 11. 


Mr. Scribner came about half past eight 
and laid the pulp plaster in the sink room 
and afterwards painted the iron roof on the 
rear of the house. Mrs. Mellows and Mrs. 
Calvina Prescott of Manchester spent the 
afternoon here, had cake and wine and 
Went to Mrs. Chases’ house for a call. 
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After tea I took Mrs. Gilbert, Mrs. Gilmax 
and Mrs. MacMurphy to the Guild meeting 
and spent the evening myself at the 
rectory. Played the piano with Greville 
Haslam on the flute. Mr. and Mrs. Eugene: 
Packer came in with folks from the Guild. 


Wednesday, June 12. 


Mr. Brault here doing various repairing 
of windows and doors. Motored to town 
in the forenoon for meat and lettuce and to 
call at the rectory and tell Mr. Haslam not 
to expect me to carry him to Mrs. Palmer's 
house this afternoon. At two p. m. there 
was a small meeting of the Clericus at my 
house. Decided to have two months vaca- 
tion and resume work in September with 
“Review of book” by Rev. Bernard Christ- 
opher and “Essay” by Rev. I. J. Enslin. 
We read aloud in the evening till bed time. 


Thursday, June 138. 


Mrs. Smith spent six hours here at house 
cleaning, etc. I went over town to re- 
pair my garden hose, taking the whole 
length on the reel. At night attended lec- 
ture of Rev. George Haslam on “Life in 
Newfoundland” illustrated by music and 
song. The lecture was fine and attended 
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by more than a hundred people and so it, 
was profitable to the Guild and Church. 
Mrs. Chase played and had a quartette and 
chorus of men and boys. The day has been 
clear and rather cold for plants. 

Friday, June 14. 

This has been a clear cold summer day. 
The garden does not grow very fast. 
Plants look pinched and slender. Miss Stiles 
was here twice today talking about vaca- 
tion. Ben. Adams is here from Hanover. 
He has his powerful machine and can 
make 75 miles an hour on a good road. 
Carrie was with him. She and Ed. are | 
coming to Derry for the summer. I ex- 
pect to see Ben. tomorrow about going to 
Hanover for the commencement with his 
mother and Mrs. Knox. 


Saturday, June 15. 


Mrs. MacMurphy had an early breakfast, 
and joined a company of D. A. R. for a 
trip to Portsmouth. There were twelve 
ladies, and three chauffeurs started at eight 
o'clock in three autos. They reached 
Portsmouth in two hours, visited Old St. 
John’s Church, Christ’s Church and some 
old residences, the Navy Yard at Kittery, 
thence to Hampton, had a shore dinner, 
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came back through Haverhill and- Salem, 
reaching home, at seven o’clock,-I took 
dinner at six with Mr. and Mrs. Chase, 
baked beans, brown bread, cake .and tea, 
and home. again. : ys 


Sunday, June 16. 


‘Neither of us went to church in the morn- 
ing’ on account of rain and the fact that I 
have no engagement. to preach today. Ai 
rather unusual condition. At night we 
w nt to church, and had part in services. 
The Rt. Rev. E. M. Parker was: there and ad- 
ministered the rite of confirmation and 
preached. Afterward Mrs. MacMurphy and 
I were at the Rectory for supper withthe 
Bishop and the Rector and family. The 
occasion was pleasing. - We” came. home 
about eleven o’clock. 


Monday, June 17. 


Ben. Adams and his mother came over 
in his new auto and made a short calls 
Mrs. Chase was here and they took her 
home and made also a call there. Mr. 
Haslam was here to tea and “Mr. Chase 
came in for a game of bridge. We played 
till half past eleven, then I lighted up my 
machine and took him’ to the rectory. T 
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am. back with the machine in the barn and 
place closed up before twelve. Mrs. Knox 
wrote me another letter about Mrs. 
Adams today dees some suggestions. 


aaeday. June 18. 


About two. o’clock, started my motor, 
and with Mrs. Ma¢Murphy went. to Hast 
Derry. Mrs. Chase-went on trolley and 
joined us with pails’ and trowels. We 
took to the woods, selected various kinds 
of ferns, dug them up, and loaded them into 
my motor, coming home,. Mrs. Chase and 
Mrs. MaeMurphy set the fern roots in their 
gardens and watered them with the ex- 
pegtation of seeing them live and grow. 
Mrs. Gilbert came in the eyening to take 
her lesson in French. 


_ Wednesday, June 19. 


Mrs; MacMurphy went with me in motor 
over town, to public library, to rectory, to 
stores where I bought sugar, strawberries, 
bread, cake, ete., took in supply of gaso- 
line. The day has been fine.. We worked 
in the garden, setting up stakes for peas 
and dahlias. I spent an. hour with the 
hose watering from the kitchen faucet for. 
more effect in back garden, watering be-

Thursday, June 20.

Saturday, June 22. 


_, Mr. Scribner was here in the afternoon. 
td paint sink-room. Mrs. MacMurphy and I 
rode up to thé farm, stopped a few minutes: 
with Jennie, then proceeded to the next 
place to see Mr. and Mrs. Hosley. After that 
We motored around the square and came 
home through the Hood farms. I watered 
my garden with hose after supper. Then 
We made a call upon the ‘Tyrrells, living 
next door and found them yery pleasant 
socially and pleased to have us come in 


Sunday, June 23. 


Beautiful morning. After breakfast Mrs. 
MacMurphy and I motored to church. I 
conducted morning prayer and preached at 
10:45 a. m. Mrs. MacMurphy came home, 
to prepare dinner. I remained to conduct 
Sunday School. Then I motored home 
with three Sunday School children. Spent 
the afternooh here. Watered all my gard- 
en at Sundown. Mr. and Mrs. Chase call- 
ed for an hour or more and have just gone 
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home at nine o’clock. The Masons attend- 
ed church at the Central Congregational 
Church. 

Monday, June 24. 

Our garden drys up every day and every 
night. I give it a thorough drenching with.a 
hundred and fifty. feet of hose pipe attach- 
ed to the sink faucet, because that faucet, 
is.more nearly central to the garden. Mr. 
Haslam was here for tea and to play with 
Mr. Chase, Mrs, MacMurphy and. myself. I 
accepted the office of writing an historic 
address for the - Congregational Society 
but did not go to the committee meeting at 
the parsonage.on account of company. 

Fuesday, June 25. 

A warm day, making the garden to grow 
rapidly. The water from the public serv- 
ice, being pumped from. a series of wells 
is very cold and fine for drinking purposes, 
but rather chilling and discouraging to 
plants that -are gsensitive.- After tea 1 
placed my hose pipe on sink faucet and 
watered ‘the entire garden. Wesley A. 
Seribner gave the back room a-sacend coat 
of white paint teday, Dr, Ralph H. Barker 
came to urge me to go to Sungeok on 
Thursday with the Masens. . 
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Wednesday, June 26. 


These warm days make my corn and 
potatoes grow, turnips, beets, peas and cu- 
_cumbers, in. fact the. plants are looking 
fine. There are-ten cannas stretching up 
nearly two feet above ground; dahlias more 
than two feet high. We went to town in 
auto after three . o’clack mail, visited 
library and stores. Mrs. Chase and Mrs. 
MacMurphy are going to Hampton beach 
tomorrow, if the day promises pleasure. 
They are prepared -to .e a week there. 


Thursday, ane 27. 


Up rather early and had our breakfast. 
I took Mrs. MacMurphy in auto to the 
‘station. She kissed me goodbye and went. 
on the 8:29 train with our daughter to. 
Hampton beach for a week. Py have been! 
alone today except for several callers. 
Mrs. Taylor called and talked with me til} 
nearly noon. I ate 4 simple dinner. Men 
Came and put in a water meter to see that 
I pay enough for watering my garden. At 
five I watered everything, at ten minutes 
‘of six I motored to the rectory, had tea, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Haslam, played 500 and 
eame home at 10:30. . 
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Friday, June 28. 


Spent considerable time in my garden 
with the hoe, and again at evening for an 
hour watering the crops. Prepared supper 
for Mr. Chase and Mr. Haslam, and they 
had tea with me afterwards, playing five 
hundred till eleven o’clock and later. I took 
Mr. Haslam to the rectory in motor. At 
close of games I had ginger ale and pure 
unfermented grape juice with a kind of 
biscuits that we like at night, these bis- 
cuits are thin and crisp. 


Saturday, June 29. 


I made advances to speak with Miss 
Edna Clark and het mother today. They 
are at the next house for July. I heard 
from Mrs. MacMurphy at Hampton Beach 
‘by mail. Yesterday she and Russell took 


a ride by trolley to Salisbury Beach. I 
talked by telephone with Myron Richardson 
tonight to see if he is going to do thé hay- 
‘ing at the farm. He probably will com- 
mence July 5th. The hay crop is better 
this year than it has been for several 
years, although gardens néed rain. ’ 
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‘Sunday, June: 30. 

Up at seven, cooked some oatmeal and 
made coffee, ate bananas with milk and 
sugar. Motored to church, conducted serv- 
ice and preached at 10:45 a. m. Opened 
and conducted Sunday School at 12:15 
Went to rectory for dinner, played and sang 
a while with the family, motored ; home 
about half past two o'clock. Spent an 
hour watering the garden, played the piano 
some, read some magazine stories (July 
Harper’s) ‘at ten o’clock, wind clocks and 
go to bed. 


' Monday, July 1. 

Interviewed Myron Richardson about 
harvesting hay crop. Attended committee 
meeting at bank to check off statement of 
conditions. Attended bank meeting of dir- 
ectors. Attended bank meeting of trustees. 
In the evening watered my garden for an 
yhour. Mr. Chasé called for a chat and to 
tell me he ‘was at Hampton Beach Saturé 
day night and Sunday, ahd saw Mrs. Chase 
and Mrs. MacMurphy, were enjoying their 
-outing at the cottage of the Misses Moore. 
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: Tuesday, July 2. 


Up at seven, prepared my own break- 
fast, bananas, oatmeal, bread and coffee. 
Spent some. hours upon writing an historic 
address for a certain anniversary. of a so- 
ciety here in the village. I am consulting 
the records and find it difficult to choose 
what is proper and best out of so much 
material. In the records of seventy-five 
years there is much to look at 4nd more to 
be overlooked, because it cannot make good 
reading, it is too dry and matter of fact for 
general interest. 0 ‘i 


Wednes day, July 3. 


Breakfast .alone, coffee,- oatmeal, orange, 
banana and cotd baked heans, then I took 
my hoe and worked steadily in the garden 
till noon. After dinner alone I cranked 
my machine and went to East Derry, visit- 
ed cemetery, paid $10. for grading Adams 
dot, went to Adams farm, paid Mrs. Knox 
$40., Mr. Hooper $64.83, had a- nice talk 
with Mrs. Adams, came home. After 
supper, went to depot, paid Wilson $32.63 - 
bought provisions, meét Mrs. MaéMurphy, 
Mrs. Chase and Miss Stiles from the Beach.

Thursday, July 4. 


Went to ten o’clock train with machine 
end picked up Mr. Haslam, thence to rect- 
ery for a few things, thence to the far], ' 
set machine in the shade and made our- 
selves at home with Mr. and Mrs. McGregor 
for the day. We had dinner there, boiled 
-heef, salmon salad, raddishes, rolls and 
putter, rhubarb pie, tea and lemonade, 
about the same for supper with addition of 
oranges and bananas. We came _ about 
seven to rectory, dropped Mr. Haslam and 
I came home for a hot night. ; 


Friday, July 5. 


The night was oppressively hot, not the 
least covering was needed or  endurable. 
Miss Stiles remains with us. She is help- 
ful in the house as well as company in 
conversation. We went to town twice, to 
the bank and stores, also to tenants for 
rent. Mrs. MacMurphy helps in collections. 
At night I gave the garden plenty of water, 


the meter counted the gallons in a steady 
beat like the sound of an old water wheel. 
Mr. and Mrs. Chase have gone for a sea- 
trip to St. Johns, New Brunswick. 
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Saturday, July 6. 


At 11:39 I took a train for Boston, Mass. 
Rev. C. R. Bailey met me at the North 
Station. We walked together to the Craw- 
ford house and had lunch in the restaurant 
then I left him and took street car to South 
station, bought ticket for Taunton by way 
of Mansfield. Reached Taunton near five 
o’clock, took street car, to Bay Street, 
thence by trolley to King Street, got off 
finding Church parish house at that corn- 
er and rectory. Mrs. Bailey at home to 
greet me at the door. 


Sunday, July 7. 


Arose late at Rectory. Mrs. Bailey had 
breakfast ready. I attended Church giving 


the holy communion and preaching at 
10:45. Met some of the people afterward. 
The church will seat very comfortably 
five or six hundred persons. The pipe or- 
gan is good with two banks of keys and 
pedals. Near five o’clock Mr. Bailey came 
home. There was evening service, Mr. 
Bailey taking only the sermon, I read full — 
evening prayer. Weather very warm. 
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Monday, July 8. 


Mr. Bailey remained at home to visit 
with me, and not feeling like enduring the 
hot weather at Cambridge where he had 
begun to attend a conference of clergy, - 
we three went to moving picture show at 
night, ‘““Napoleon and Josephine’. At night 
warm again so that any covering seemed 
unendurable. In fact I slept on top of 
everything Saturday night, Sunday night, 
and it is the same Monday night in spite! 
of th: shade of many Maples and Elms. 


Tuesday, July 9. 


In the morning feel dull with so much’ 
heat and drinking so much water. There 
are fifty-seven trees in the enclosure 
eround the Church. There are about 300 
communicants in this parish and a Sunp 
day School that gives an attendance of 150. 
TI sat around the place, read the daily 
papers, went to branch reading room, met 
more people, attended moving picture show 
again, found instructive views of Rome 
and Pompeii.

Wednesday, July 10. 


Hot and dry. Wore thin suit of clothes, 
and was on veranda of rectory most of the

time. Mr. Bailey went up to Cambridge to 
attend lectures and occupy a room in Law- 
rence Hall. I took up writing postal pic- 
ture cards to my friends and among others 
wrote to Rev.- E.. R. Sweetland of St. 
Stephens Church in Providence inviting 
him to come to Taunton. We did little but 
eat and drink and endeavor to avoid the 
extreme heat. Moving pictures. 


Thursday, July 11. 


Reed and Barton have a silver plating 
factory here. About eighty years ago they 
made a tea set for uncle Jacob Chickering. 
a bought this set after the death of the last 
of the family. It is in a fine state of pres- 
ervation and worthy of keeping as a souv-_ 
enir of the early wedded life of uncle 
Jacob and aunt Sarah Jane. The factory is 
doing good business now and has a number 
of church men employed who are attend-. 
onts of St. John’s Church. 


Friday, July 12. 


I did not take this diary with me to 
Taunton so I am obliged to fill up these 
pages from memory. However these 
events happened just about as I am giving 
them. I am visiting Rev. and Mrs. Bailey

at St. John’s Rectory and trying to enjoy 
en exceedingly heated term of ten or 
‘twelve days. Not one night was cool 
enough to allow of wearing the usual cov- 
ering of beds. We had splendid shade but 
_it was hot under any kind of shelter. 


Saturday, July 13. 


On suggestion of Mrs. Bailey we walked 
out to the Taunton Hospital for the Insane. 
We went through the grounds and around 
the beautiful lawns and buildings. There 
are more than a thousand inmates at this 
time. And a thousand acres of land in 
gardens of fruit and flowers and vegetables, 
fields of corn and other grains, splendid 
forests, lawn tennis suites, base ball 
grounds, ducks in a river, gray squirrels 
running about the nearest trees. 


Sunday, July 14. 


Mr. Bailey preached at West Somerville 
at St. James Church both today and last’ 
Sunday morning. I preached at St. John’s 
Church at Taunton in the morning, read 
evening prayer at St. Thomas another part 
of Taunton in the afternoon and also read 
Services at St. John’s in the evening. Mr 
Bailey came home from Boston and baptiz-

ed two children at evening service, also

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preached. The weather still hot although » 


a brief shower wet the ground. 
Monday, July 15. 
I heard about every day from home. Card 
from Mr. Sweetland that he would come up

go to Boston to attend the lectures. We

Tuesday, July 16. 


Rev. Edward R. Sweetland was at the 
Rectory, met Mr. and Mrs. Bailey and my- 


self.

They had a son graduate at Brown Univers- 
‘ity 1906 and died aged 20 years. They have 
a daughter now age 20, just took her A. B. 
at Brown. Charles E. James, my wife’s 


brother boarded at the Seymours until the | 


day before he died when he was moved to 
St. Luke’s Hospital, Racine. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy boarded there too for some months. 
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Wednesday, July 17. 


Said goodbye and took a trolley for 
Brockton, changed cars and continued to 
Mattapan, thence changed cars for Boston. 
Came to North Station, took steam cars and 
came to Lawrence, had to wait half an 
hour, thence to Derry. Found Jerome at 
my house. He is looking fine. Miss Stiles 
is here. Mrs. MacMurphy with the help of 
others has kept the grounds wet. Jerome 
mowed the lawn, not much to cut on ac- 
count of drowth and lack of rain. 


Thursday, July 18. 


Laus Deo! as Mr. Haslam says, for there 
is rain at last! Jerome’s wife and child- 
ren came today. Beautiful children they 
are. Miss Stiles is here to help in every 


way. We extended the dining room table to 
accomodate all the family, and we make a 
pretty appearance at mealtime seated 
around the big table. Mrs. Carrie Adams 
and a friend called this evening, and we 
had a long talk about my ward. Carrie is 
acquainted intimately with my ward and 
attendant. 
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Friday, July 19. 
Much cooler weather in the~ forenoon 
and I motored up to the farm, called on 
Jennie, went on to the Hosley’s.

Saturday, July 20. 


Jerome motored me to depot at three 
o’clock. I took train for Boston. thence by —

erville found St. James Church, thence © 


walked to Woodbridge hotel, took room 31, 
no meals served in July and August, so I 
hunted up a cafe and had a rump steak, 


rolls and coffee, took a walk around town ~ 
to see the fine drives, residences, automo- 


biles, etc., and went to bed at ten o’clock. - 
Sunday, July 21. 


Gave communion at St. James Church 
and preached at 10:45 a. m., vested choir 
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in service, good’ ginging and considerable 
ritual. This is the first time that I ever 
officiated where the custom is to remove 
the chasuble and maniple before the ser- 
mon, and préach in cassock, alb, amice! 
girdle, and stole crossed over the breast. 
After sermon ‘J replaced the chasuble and 
maniple | and administered the holy com- 
munion. 


Monday, July 22. 


Motored to the pond with Mabel and the 
= WO children. Jerome with Carrie and 
Miss Laughton walked ovér. Game back with 
Jerome and the children. In afternoon took 
Mis. MacMurphy to library and stores. Rev. 
Haslam here for supper. Miss Stiles is here 
yet. Miss Mary D. Anderson came in to 
talk with me about historic address for the 
First Congregational Society. She will 
write up the financial statement from the 
beginning. it is my plan to go to Exeter 
with Judge B. T. Bartlett and attend court 
tomorrow. 


Tuesday, July 23. 


Bartlett and nephew, Piper, came in 
yellow automobile at 9:20 a. m. I went 
with them 25 miles to Exeter, found Ben: 
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Adams and Mrs. Adams and E. F. Adams at 
court room. Attorney for Bonding Co. 
asked for time, Judge Hoyt allowed it. We 
spent one hour in court. Ben, his mother, 
Ed. Adams and I came home in his 
machine, and reached here at 12:20. I 
went to Russie’s for dinner. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and all the rest away. After din- 
ner Jerome came and we motored to Lon- 
donderry and back at five. Folks all home 
at six o’clock. 


Wednesday, July 24. 


I took with me in motor, Jerome, his wife 
and the two children to the farm. We all 
went up in the woods, then we came back 
to eat dinner with Mr. and Mrs. McGregor, 
and motored home at two o’clock. At night 
Mrs. MacMurphy joined us at Mr. and Mrs. 
Chase’s house, and with Mr. and Mrs. Ede 
Adams and Miss Laughton, had supper 
there after which we played cards till 
about half past ten and came home. This 
closes the vacation of Jerome in Derry: 
He starts back tomorrow. 


Thursday, July 25. 


. Went to depot with motor, taking 
Jerome’s trunk to be checked for Chicago, 
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drew fifty dollars and gave to him to help. 
on his tickets. Put new spark plug in 


motor. At noon took Jerome, his wife and 


two children to train. In afternoon motored 
with Mrs. MacMurphy to Londonderry, 
called on James, Harlard and Lizzie Mor- 
rison. Mrs. Roxana Corning and Alice 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Colby, made excellent 
time with machine. After tea played rum- 
my with Mrs. Gilbert and Mrs. MacMurphy 
till ten o’clock. 


Friday, July 26. 


Motored to town for fish and to visit the 
bank. Mrs. MacMurphy and I alone at 
table, makes it seem lonely after the de- 
parture of Jerome and his family. After 
dinner took Mrs. MacMurphy calling at 
Mrs. Hardy’s, Mrs. Kincaid’s, Mrs. Dear- 
born’s and around the streets for a ride. 
Mrs. Gilbert here in the evening talking of 
cottages at the lakes. Mrs. Clark and Edna 
at the Tyrrells again for a week. Mrs. 
Adams and Miss Laughton spent some time 
with us today. 


Saturday, Juy 27. 
Ben Adams was here this forenoon ta 
see if I would consent to his taking his 
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mother for an outing to New York without 
the attendant, Mrs. Knox. Mrs. Knox does 
not approve of the plan, and wants md to 
oppose it. Mrs. Ma acMurphy and I took sev- 
eral rides today. Once to tenants, library 
and stores. Again to Jenny Dickey brook 
where Mrs. Chase has picnic with her 
music pupils: We found them in sight of 
the Highway.

Sunday, July 28. 


After breakfast, dressed for church, 
motored over with Mrs. MaeMurpHy. Gate 
morning prayer and preached at 10:45: 
Came home for dinner. Mrs. Chasé cailéa.

to the farm about five o’élock; madé call 
on Mr. atid Mrs. McGregor, picked some 
currants and Somé blackberriés to eat.

Monaacs July 39. 


There was a slight fall of rain, helping 
the dry garden. I motored te my old Mac- 
Murphy farm with Mts. MacMirphy and 
Mrs. Goodrich, siw Mrs. Hosley and four 
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“children, dug some flag root and Mrs. Mac- 
‘Murphy gathered some rushes and pepper- 
mint. Mrs. Goodrich called on Mrs. Mc~ 
Gregor. After tea Mr. and Mrs. Huntee 
-came over, and we four played bridge till 
half past ten o’clock. I wrote on my histor- 
ic address two hours without making 
‘much show. 


Tuesday, July 30. 


Wrote on historic address, it is about 
‘two thirds done, read it aloud to Mrs.. Mac- 
Murphy who: says it is all right.so far. In 
the afternoon motored: with -Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to East Derry to give some bocks 
to Mrs. Martha Taylor, then continued by 

the pond and. up “through the English 
range, and across the country by the old 
Tyrrell farm and back by the Aiken range 
‘and Hoods lands to village. At night call- 
“ed on Mrs. Joseph R. Clark and her daught- 
‘er, Miss Edna Clark from Washington now 
visiting at the next house. 


Wednesday, J uly 31. 


Spent a good part of the day finishing 
my historic paper, read it aloud several 
times, it requires thirty minutes or more 
‘to read it. I was over town in motor to 
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get lamb chops, flour and yeast cake, bread 
“and rolls; also to bring over double boiler 
for Mrs. C. B. Chase. Rather cool tonight, 
after several showers. Garden looks fine, 
and we have beans and beets and chard 
almost daily. The Elm trees were sprayed 
‘by the men. employed by the town at a 
little extra cost to me.

Mrs. Smith here today. Mrs. Adams 
came'over with Ben.

Mrs. MacMurphy and eleven other club 
women went with three chauffeurs to 
Cobbett’s Pond to. be entertained at a Mrs.

I motored with Mrs. Chase 
and Mrs. Gilbert at three o’clock to Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Colby’s in Londonderry to at- 
tend Sunday School picnic. There was a 
large company from here and neighbors 
of the Colbys. Ice cream, cake, sandwiches, 
games, croquet, running, jumping, etc., till 
eight o’clock. I motored back with Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Mrs. Gilbert at 8:15 a. m. 


Friday, August 9. 


Motored to town for sword-fish. Picked 
up Rev. F. J. Kelley who hoped my historic 
address will be published. Motored over 
again in afts:rnoon for blackberries for 
supper. Rev. Haslam here for tea and to 
spend the evening. Mrs. Gilbert came in 
and we had four hand set of bridge till 
eleven o’clock. Then I motored Mr. Has- 
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lam to the Rectory. The Nevinses called 
me on telephone to inquire about address. 
Thomas Holmes talked with me about or- 
iginal purchasers of church lot in old 
Londonderry. 


Saturday, August 10. 


I was in town three times’ today, at 
bank and stores. Mrs. MacMurphy went 
‘with me to the library. Then we went to 
Beaver Pond to see Peter Brunelle’s cottage 
and give them some of our nice apples. 
We saw the Emerson cellar, where he is 
building. He will use cellar for his auto- 
mobile. We took a wood road into the 
Shepard beach, picked some blueberries, 
walked along the beach. At night we call- 
ed on Mr. and Mrs. Goodrich for half an 
hour, talked about making cucumber 
pickle and many other things. 


Sunday, August 11. 


Much needed rain fall in the night, roads 
wet and muddy. Motored to church at 
10:45 with Mrs. MacMurphy. Mrs. Chase 
also went to Church. I gave morning pray- 
er and preached. We motored home for 
dinner. About five o’clock we motored up 
to the farm and visited with Mr. and Mrs. 
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McGregor an hour, the ride was delightful 
and roads dried up again. We had supper 
about seven. Some of our home made beer 
seemed good with cold baked beans and 
brown bread baked by Mrs. Charles B. 
Chase. 


Monday, August 12. 


Spent time at home till late in the after- 
noon.

The day has been sultry and 
humid, the usual weather for the season 
of the great dog star in the heavens. 


Tuesday, August 13. 


Motored to the Davises and straightened 
up long standing interest on their mortgage 
notes, then to bank for deposit. In after- 
noon went to Chester on Electric car to 
stockholders meeting. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Mrs. C. Chase went with me. After tea 
went to rectory with Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. 
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Gilbert and Mrs. Chase using motor. Their 
was a good attendance of Guild, afterwards 
had ice cream at rectory with Mrs. Haslam. 
Had long talk with Mr. Powell, heard of his 
“uncle, Rev. William Powell and family 
died on Warner place. 


Wednesday, August 14. 


The day has been lovely. The Derry 
Enterprise printed my historic address. 
A hundred copies cost me three dollars. 
At night Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Good- 
rich went with me to East Derry hall ‘to 
see the annual parish fair and play. It 
was really very entertaining as in former 
years, the actors all being home people. 
The attendance filled al] the seats in the’ 
town hall. The play occupied three hours 
and was in three acts with music between. 


Thursday, 4ugust 15. 


We motored to my Broadway tenement 
house. Mrs. MacMurphy met and talked 
with prospective tenant. We took little boy 
riding, to please the mother. We went to 
my old MacMurphy farm, gave Mrs. Hosley 
some apples and chard. She gave us cu- 
cumbers. We took her children riding a 
short distance. We called on Mrs. McGregor 
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a few minutes, then we came home for 
supper. After tea we had a talk with Mr. 
Pliny M. Campbell about school matters in 
town. His wife is school secretary. 


Friday, August. 16. 


Mrs. Goodrich called to say she saw 
notice in Milford Cabinet that we are go- 
ing to Wilton to visit the Proctors and ~ 
take services at both places. Mrs. Pullen 
made us a call about supper time. She is 
in Derry to visit Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Adams 
and Rev. Lucien Adams. There are many 
visitors in town boarding for a week or 
more. Mrs. Chase called to have a pleasant 
chat. He and Mrs. Chase will probably go 
to Sandown next Sunday to hear the Rev. 
Wm. H. Morrison preach in the old historic — 
church.

After breakfast Mrs. MacMurphy put up 
a lunch, and we packed two dress suit 
cases and at ten o’clock started with motor.

In afternoon went over 
for 56 feet of saddle boards and brought 
them from Greenoughs. In the evening 
lighted motor and took Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Mrs. Chase and Mrs. Gilbert to meeting of 
Woman’s Guild at the house of Mrs. Bell. 
Came home, read and played a while, then 
went over and brought home Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Mrs. Gilman. Mrs. Gilbert and 
Mrs. Chase walked back from Guild. 


Wednesday, September 11. 


Both men here all day. We made sev- 
eral calls in the forenoon to give informa- 
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tion concerning a play to be given by the 
Church Guild. The report is current that 
our Rev. brother Haslam is going to visit 
the cities of Europe, take a glimpse of 
Rome, the Rhine and Switzerland. He can- 
not be expected to return before the last 
of October if he makes this trip. Mr. and 
Mrs. McGregor went: down to the beach 
this: morning. They expect to find a lodg-— 
ing place with the Misses Moore at Hamp- 
ton for a couple of days and nights. 


Thursday, September 12: 

Both men here. Took Mrs. Chase and 
motored to stores, and called on several 
persons.

it put together and soldered. I brought 
forty feet of it on my machine: I had to 
go back for thé goosé neck.

I dressed and 
went to the 3:22 car for Goffs Falls, Nash- 
ua and Wilton. I reached Major D. Ek 
Proctor’s store about 6 p. m. I then ac- 
cepted invitation to supper with the Major 
and Mrs. Proctor, and with them I remain- 
ed for the night. It was raining all the 
evening and I did not go out on the street: 
Mrs. Stevens was away visiting: in her 
brother-in-law’s family at Greenfield. 
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Sunday, September 15. 


Had breakfast with the Proctor’s and 
went to Church, gave holy communion and 
preaching at 9 a. m. Took carriage for 
Milford at 10:15 a. m., at Milford 
gave communion also and preach- 
ed at 10:45. I read notices of Guild mect- 
ing and evening service, which latter was 
taken by John Roy McLane at my request. 
I took dinner at the Endicott, met two 
other ministers there and had pleasant con- 
versations with them. Took train for 
Nashua at 5:31 and thence back to Derry 
and home at 8:30. 


Monday,.September 16. 


Spent some hours picking up shingles 
in the yard and piling them carefully in 
the woodshed, Went over town three times 
in course of the day. Mrs. MacMurphy had 


rehearsal to attend at night. I carried her 
and Mrs. Gilbert both ways. Clear today 
and much colder than yesterday. Yesterday 
in spite of cloud and rain was really mug- 
gy and sweaty. I played.and sang for an 
hour tonight using Dartmouth operas, now 
issued every year about commencement. .

Tuesday, September 17. 


‘Picked up more shingles today, packed 
them away in shed. Went twice to Benson

Mrs. MacMurphy 
Came home and prepared dinner and I 
remained to conduct Sunday School, then 
came home briaging Mrs. Gilmon and two 
children. After dinner we motored over 
to call on Dugans, Pierces, and here in the 
village, coming back called at Mrs. Chase’s, 
Miriams and Clarks, Ben Adams called to 
Say no court for us on Tuesday at Exeter.

Thursday, October 10. 


I have been to town as many as four 
times today, carrying Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Mrs. Smith to work in my Abbott house. 
There were three men at work papering 
and painting: and repairing, no end of 
spending money on tenants demands. The 
leaves are dropping from the trees and 
fall desolation seems at hand. Some flowers 
are still in bloom but generally the gard- 
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en is brown with frosted drooping foliage. 
The new tenants for Abbott house are 
members of the Episcopal Church in 


Nashua. Mr. and Mrs. Whitney and five 
children. 


Friday, October 11. 


Wakened to hear the rain drops, and find 
the ground wet, with prospect of more 
down-pouring. ‘Went to town in machine 
for fish and fowl. Mrs. MacMurphy was 
with me attending to other purchases. 
Spent the afternoon strictly at home, built 
up regular coal fire in the steam heater, 
rather over doing the business, making the 
room ‘too hot for comfort. Mrs. Gilbert 
was here in the evening to rehearse selec- 
tion for the meeting of D. A. R. tomorrow 
afternoon. Mrs. Chase was here about half 
an hour before supper to look over Sun- 
day hymns, etc. 


Saturday, October 12. 


About half past ten I motored to the 
garage, filled tank with gasoline, and oils 
with lubricant and started for Nashua, de- 
veloped weakness in motor, overhauled it 
at Nashua and pushed ont the timer pin 
‘to make better contact with both discs. 
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Tock lunch, and motored on in the damp 
and heavy mist to Milford and thence to 


‘Wilton. Stopped at store and was invited to 


the house. Took tea with Major and Mrs. 
D. E. Proctor, spent a pleasant evening at 


their fireside, Mrs. Stevens was there. 


There I remained for the night. 


Sunday, October 13. 


Up early to grease my car. Had break-— 
fast with Major and Mrs. Proctor and Mrs. 


Stevens. Motored to Church for service at

Smith lighted the candles. Then I motored — 
to Milford, gave holy communion and 
preached the sermon, one of the vested — 
choir lighted the altar candles. Then [ - 
started for home and with only one stop 


of twenty minutes, motored. through to 
Derry and home before three o’clock. Miss 
Stiles is here for company over Saturday 
and Sunday. 


Monday, October 14, 

After breakfast I carried Miss Stiles up 
to her school in season for opening, then 
I motored on to the farm, and paid fifteen 
dollars to Jennie, her part of the Camp- 
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bell interest, came home. In afternoon Mrs. 
MacMurphy and I motored about town, col- 
lecting interest on notes, visiting the lib- 
rary and stores. In the evening Mrs. Gilbert 
was here and talked about a fair to be 
given for the benefit of the Church by the 
ladies of the guild. I started up a fire in the 
steam heater at five o’clock to ‘warm the 
house, may let it go down again till to- 
morrow night. 


Tuesday, October 15. 


Kept up the steam heat today. Not un- 
comfortable during the sunshine, but 
mercury came down to 40 degrees Faren- 
heit near dark. We made many calls over 
town today attending to little affairs of 
‘tenants and rent. Ben Adams was here 
this evening and I gave him a check for 
one half the expense of his mother’s broth- 
er Charles with Dr. Amos J. Givens in a 
Sanatarium, Stamford, Conn., agreeable 
to his mother’s wish. $137.52 to September 
26th. This’ is Charles M. Foster, brother 
to Mrs. Katherine Adams and_ uncle to 
Ben. Ben has paid.ali the bills hitherto. 


Wednesday, October 16. 


Steam heat kept up in the house. We 
motored about town to attend to business 
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in the forenoon. In the afternoon I took © 
Mrs. MacMurphy to the depot where she © 


boarded the 2:22 car for Manchester. I 
came back and amused myself trying to 
tinker the hall clock of Miss Emily 8S. Hall 


which has refused to go of late. I tried to © 


improve its standing, and the uprightness ~ 
jf its case, the stability of its hands, etc., — 


perhaps wisely for the clock is now stead- 
ily ticking and hourly striking the flight 
of time. . 


Thursday, October 17. 


At ten o’clock I motored to town with 
Mrs. Chase to accommodate her, and return- 
ed. Then I motored to the farm and took 
Mrs. MacGregor to the depot and brought 
down some paint and oil cans. Afternoon 
I motored to East Derry with Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, that she might attend a women’s 
club meeting, at four o’clock I motored up 
again to fetch her home, then we both went 
to the depot to do several errands in re- 
gard to tenants and rent. We came home 
for supper. Mrs. Gilman came in to talk of 
business and was here until about ten 
o'clock. The day has been mild. 
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Friday, October 18. 

Moulton came to take down blinds and 
put up staging to paint. I went to store 
for 100 pounds of White lead and 5 gallons 
oil, etc. In afternoon Duffy and he painted. 
Brault and another man dug up cistern 
drain at Abbott house. Gilman here making 
new flower bed in front. We motored about 
all day. At night went to board of water 
works about laying pipes to three of our 
houses. Mrs. MacMurphy tackled the pro- 
position with the board. Mrs. Chase here 
for sun bath in back yard this afternoon. 
The weather of today has been superb, 
warm as summer with glorious sunshine. 


Saturday, October 19. 


Duffey, Moulton, Gilman and two other 
men working. In forenoon we motored 
over town to see how the work was pro- 
gressing at the Abbott house. In the after- 
noon again to find out which tenant was 
going to vacate, for by the telephone we 
heard that one of them was moving out. 
It proved to be Mrs. Manning Mrs. Rox- 
anna Corning died last night according to 
the report by telephone. She is to be bur- 
ied on Monday from the house at half past 
two. I feel that she has been waiting and 
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wanting this change for some tim ae.

Wednesday, October 23. 


_ The three painters here, and Gilman also. 
‘Went over town for more paint, lead, oil, 
turpentine, putty, etc. Took Mr. Gilman 
and Mrs. MaeMurphy to 4 vacant house for 
inspection, cleaning, and preparation for 
the next tenant. Carried Mr. and Mrs. 
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MacGregor up to the farm. Came home for 
dinner, late toward night it began to rain. 
After supper I walked up to No. 9 Crescent 
Street through the rain, drizzle and black 
tarred streets. The streets are nasty and 
horrible to pass, the stuff gets onto all 
kinds of things, shoes, clothing, Pata ta up 
by wheels of buggy. 


Thursday, October 24. 


Three painters here. The day has been 
wet since early morning. At noon I took 
Mrs. Chase to see singers about practice 
in the church, and stir up the choir. We 
were at the homes of Dugan, Stewart and 
the two Powells. It rained ‘theavily while 
we were out in an open machine. At tea 
we had L. W. Morse and wife and the two 
Misses Moore. Afterwards I took them all 
home. Leora Gilman was here to wait on 
the table and help clear away after tea. 
The mail brings me a letter from an un- 
known cousin that claims Robert and 
Cnarity Tomson Henry for ancestors and 
has a clear title. 


Friday, October 25. 
Moulton for an’ hour, Brault. Rainy day, 
nothing to be done at painting. Mrs. L. W. 
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“Russell took dinner with Mr. and Mrs. 
Chase. I took Mrs. MacMurphy to call but 
jt rained, and we hurried away to depot. 
Made attempt at blacksmiths to join rub- 
ber tire that had opened at an inconven- 
jent place. Mr. Brault was patching wall 
plaster at Manning house. I am thinking 
about the journey to Peterboro tomorrow. 
If the weather clears I may decide to motor 
over the distance of fifty miles for the 
pleasure of seeing the country again, but 
the beauty is gone. 


Saturday, October 26. 

At ten o’clock started for town, took 
in gasoline, and attempted. to take the road 
to Nashua but found it blocked for repairs, 
‘went around, passed Nashua, Milford and 
Wilton and climbed Peterboro Mountain, 
reaching Tucker Tavern about four o’clock. 
‘There I had supper and.took lodging, put- 
ting my motor in the stable. No notice had 
been given of services, or rather two weeks 
ago notice was given that no services 
would be held as sah rector pan not re- 
turned. @ 


Sunday, October 27. 


Mr. Cuddy at the Tavern did some tele- 
phoning and ‘picked up a few, and so we

Monday, October 28. 


There were two here. After breakfast I 
motored to-the schoolhouse in-district No. 
3, carrying Miss Stiles. Then I went to a 


blacksmith and had my rubber tire pulled 
together where it had spread apart, com- 
ing home it parted again, so I took the 
machine to the shop for a few days to have 
ithe tire fixed properly. Only two men 
at painting today. Mrs. MacMurphy walk- 
ed over town and back today. She called on 
Moody, Wark and Clement about the drains 
through my Abbott grounds and they help- 
ed to repair the cesspool. 


Tuesday, October 29. 
Duffy, Morton, > About ten o’clock, Mrs. 
MacMurphy and I started out on foot -to 
go to the farms, we found the day delight- 
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ful. Mrs. MacMurphy went to the Hosleys 
and was busy till near twelve when she 
came back to Mrs. MacGregor. There we 
took dinner with Mr. and Mrs. MacGregor 
and spent another hour. Coming away we 
reached home near three o’clock. Mrs. 
Goodrich then came in and was here nearly 
two hours talking and doing some needle- 
work. The house is painted and the barns 
and the blinds but a second application of 
paint seems to be necessary. 


Wednesday, October 30. 


Duffy, Morton, Gilman. Walked over town 
in forenoon to get ten pounds of putty for 
the windows in preparation for painting, 
rode back with G. W. Benson, went. over 
town in the afternoon, paid $71.32 for 
lumber, shingles, etc., paid for firewood, 
$11.50 and ordered two cords more. Miss 
my motor very much to run around in 
quick dispatch of errands, came back with 
Dr. Dearborn in his automobile. The day 
was so mild that I traveled without over- 
coat and with sufficient comfort. Yet I 
keep up my steam heat. 


Thursday, October 31. 


Duffy, Moulton, Gilman. Mrs. Mellows 
arrived in the forenoon. I went to the 
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shop and got my motor, bought some pro- 
visions and came home for dinner, Mrs. 
Smith was here to sweep and dust. There 
were four of us to dine. After dinner, put 
extra seat in motor, took Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Mrs. Mellows and Mrs. Gilbert to Odd Fei- 
low’s Hall, where the Women’s Club met, 
and Mrs. MacMurphy had an address to de- 
liver. They had refreshments about 5 p. m. 
I went for them and brought Mrs. Mellows 
and Mrs. MacMurphy home. At night took 
Mrs. Mellows to call on Mr. and Mrs. C. B. 
Chase. 


Friday, November 1. 


Duffy, Moulton, Gilman. Took Mrs. 
MacMurphy over town at nine o’clock, visit- 
ed tenants at several places collecting rent, 
making repairs in buildings, - painting, 
papering, laying cement walks, etc., Mrs. 
Mellows remained over with us. In the 
afternoon rain began to fall. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy went to Pinkerton Academy to act 
on committee of awards for excellence in 
cooking, sewing, domestic arts, etc. Ben. 
Adams called to-seé me ‘on business, taxes, 
etc. Mr. Gilman called also. Mr. and Mrs. 
MacGregor came home tonight from Lowell. 
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Saturday, November 2. 

At noon paid the painters $40. 60 and they 
took a half holiday. In the afternoon I 
carried Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. Mellows and 
Mrs. Chase to the station where two of 
them went to the city. I took in three 
boys and conveyed them to Pine Hill while 
Mrs. Chase and another went by trolley. 
We joined them and picked berries in the 
woods for an hour, then I loaded in the 
five persons and brought them all home. 
Six in my motor is the largest number yet 
carried. The air is pretty cold outside to- 
night and steam heat comforts within. 


Sunday, November 3. 

White frost at early morning, sunshine 
‘soon dissipated it. After breakfast we 
motored to church where I gave holy com- 
munion and preached at 10:45 a. m. There 
were eight vested in choir and Mrs, Chase 
and Mrs. MacMurphy came home but I re- 
mained for Sunday School. Then I took 
Mrs. Gilman and two children in motor to 
their homes and.came home myself for 
dinner. Mr. Dugan called near night for 
chat about election, etc. There was a 
temperance lecture at hall. Mrs, MacMur- 
phy was there. 
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Monday, November 4. 


Duffy, Moulton, Gilman. Went over town 
at ten o’clock taking Mrs. MacMurphy to 
one of the tenements. I then left my motor 
and went to. Manchester, called on Arthur 
S. Bunton, met Mrs. Bunton with him, 
opened deposit vault and looked through all 
the securities, came home for dinner at one 
o’clock. Afternoon attended meeting cf 
trustees of savings bank at 3 p. m., attend- 
ed meeting of. directors of National Bank 
at 4p. m., came home after 5 p. m., fire 
down. in steamer, have supper at 6 Pp, m.. 
spend the evening reading and writing. 


Tuesday, November 5. 


Duffy, Moulton, Gilman half day. Motored 
over town with Mrs. MacMurphy, she to 
look after man at one of our tenements and 
I to vote for the democratic officers of gov- 
ernment. On the street I met Rev. George 
Haslam, just returned from Europe, went 
down to the rectory to see his souvenirs, 
and get the pipe he brought home for me. 
‘In the afternoon I took Mrs. MacMurphy 
over again and at half past four ‘went for 
her. After tea we walked up town to de- 
liver “Larkin goods” to customers and get 
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the late evening paper. The people are ex- 
pecting to sit up till they get returns from 
ballot. 


Wednesday, November 6. 


Moulton, Duffy, three-quarters of day, 
Gilman. Took Mr. Gilman and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to tenement at nine, came home, 
was here till half past eleven, went for 
her. We had dinner, and I took her over 
again to tenement, papering and painting 
there. Went for her at half past four. The 
painters have mostly finished second coat 
of paint here, where we live, 11 South 
Main St. Mrs. Gilbert called, Mrs. Haslam 
telephoned, Mrs. Chase called, business 
was active all day. Tho weather mild and 
inviting to travel, automobiles running 
about freely and joyfully. 


Thursday, November 7. 


Duffy, Moulton, Gilman. Took Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy over to the tenement to look after 
Mr. Gilman, papering, painting and plaster- 
ing. Brought her home at noon. Mrs. 
Smith was heré and had dinner ready. 
Again I took her over in the afternoon for 
the same work ahd brought her back at 
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five o’clock. Rev. George Haslam was 
here for supper, rainy night, he remained 
to play three handed rummy till half past 
ten, and went home in the mud. My lamps 


on motor are not in shape for lighting iu 
now. . 


Friday, November 8. 


Duffy, Moulton, Gilman. Went over town 
four times today to carry and fetch Mrs. 
MacMurphy. I took Mr. Haslam over to the 
Adams farm, and there I paid Mrs. Knox 
her salary and. settled with the caretaker, 
etc. The painters finished painting and 
hung the blinds to the windows and put up 
the ouside storm windows and I paid them 
for the last week of painting.

Saturday, November 9.

Duffy, Moulton, Gilman. Paid several 
bills today, the expenses of painting and 
repairs will make a large total. Motored 
over town four times, taking Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy with me to look after Mr. Gilman, 
Duffy and Moulton began painting on my 
three houses in Manningville. There are 
men at work digging a trench for water 
pipes to the three hotses. The main is 
already laid but not yet covered, connec- 
tions to bé made first with the hotises. At 
night went with four in machifié to annual 
church meeting for election of officers. 


Wednesday, November 13. 


Moulton, Gilman. We motored over town 
to see the work done among our houses, 
the laying of the water pipes, etc. The day 
turned out to bé wet from morning till 
night. I was over town also in the after- 
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noon to carry some bricks and laths. John 
R. Goodrich and Holly A. Purington were 
married last evening in Chester by Rev. J. 
G. Robertson. I. was at the Davises and 
got twenty dollars on note. Mrs. Chase 
called. Miss Spratt called, Mrs. Gilbert 
called. I gave C. M. Huntee four tickets 
for the Dartmouth-Howard football match. 


Thursday, November 14. 


Moulton, Gilman. This has been a rainy 
day, in the morning Mrs. Smith came to 
clean, dust and get dinner. I motored tu 
town with Mrs. MacMurphy to get paper 
for tenement, took it to Gilman at the 
house, found Moulton, painting, came home 
to dine. Carried Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. 
Chase over town to the Women’s Club in 
I. O. O. F. Hall, left them and came ‘back. 
After meeting Mrs. MacMurphy was to go 
to rectory to price some things for the 
Church fair and take supper with Mrs. 
Haslam. I expect her home on electric 
car. 


Friday, November 15. 


Motored over town with Mrs. MacMur- 
phy, visited tenements with Mrs. MacMur- 
phy to see the painting and repairs, con- 
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tinued the work among tenants in the after- 
noon by motoring up to the farm to see the 
Hosleys. At night we went to Association 
hall to see a play produced by home talent, 
it was good. Thé weather is rather cold 
and it has become nécessary to give atten- 
tion to the féeding of the steam heater 
more freqtiently. SAW Mr. and Mrs. John R. 
Goodrich at the play, they are back from 
the honey-moon. 


Saturday; November 16. 


Motoréd to town with Mrs: MacMurphy to 
look after laying the water pipes for ten- 
ements, the painting of the hotiSes, and the 
repair of the inside doors and _ closets. 
Motored over it the afternoon with the 
same business in hand, but being Saturday 
I paid the painters and help. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy returned a book overdue at library 
and took out another. After tea Mr. and 
Mrs. Chase cdme down for a few games, 
they have just gone home at tén o’clock, 
the weather is variable. 

Sunday, November 17. 
Cold morning, after bréakfast we motor- 


ed over to church. Mr. Haslam preached 
with ten in the choir besides Mr. Haslam 


—— 
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and myself. We came home for dinner, 
bringing Mrs. Gilbert. Spent the remainder 
of the day réading, étc. Mrs. Chase called 
and all the usual conversations took effect 
over thé telephone. Mrs. MacGregor had 
something new to tell. Mrs. Kincaid call- 
ed. I bought an extra quart of milk from 
the Tyrills, to help at supper. 


Monday, November 18. 


We motored over town, to the bank to 
Packér’s to Wilson’s to fhe tenements 
where the painting and repairing go on to 
look at the work of laying waterpipes into 
three of my tenements. After dinner i 
carried Mrs. MacMurphy’s stereopticon to 
the Academy, then took a discharged mort- 
gage deed to the gatetender, picked up the 
Rev. F. I. Kelley and drove him to Hast. 
Nerty. to his parsonage. At night Mrs. 
MacMurphy went to the Academy for re- 
hearsal with Mrs. Chase, and her music 
pupils. 


Tuesday, November 19. 

As usual Sincé the painting began on my 
teneménts ‘we motored over town in the 
morning? to look at the progréss. We had 
sévéral objécts to achieve, and returned in 
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time for dinner. I took a walk to Forest 
Hill Cemetery in the afternoon to get an 
idea of the original MacMurphy lots. After 
supper I called on the Rev. Lucien Adams. 
He has a companion in the house, a Miss 
Wilson, Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Chase 
also made a call, and came away with me. 
At home I copied a _ geneological letter 
from Rey. E. A. Mirich, 3rd cousin. 


Wednesday, November 20. 


Took Mrs. MacMurphy to the station, 
where she entered the ten twenty-two elec- 
tric car for Manchester. I came back and 
occupied my time looking over old letters. 
Had lunch alone, about four. .o’clock I went 
to the station but she had not come back, 
so I returned alone. At five fifteen she ar- 
rived. She met her sister Amanda at 
Mechanic’s hall, and spent an hour looking 
at the-food exhibition. She brought home 
some specimens of modern table dainties. 


Thursday, November 211. 


The painting of tenements is ‘progress- 
ing, two men daily ‘at that work for the 
past three weeks, one man repairing, half 
a dozen were at work: digging up the 
éround and laying water ‘pipes to three 
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_jhouses, several hundred feet of pipe lay- 
ing and the plumbing in the houses will 
make a big improvement and cost me hgav- 
ily. Mrs. Smith was here today, papering 
the passage way from the front hall to 
kitchen, Mrs. MacMurphy helping. The 
day has been mild and temperate. 


Friday, November 22. 


The three tenement houses I have been 
painting and papering, repairing, etc., are 
hearly ready for renting. The water service 
has been connected with the three houses 
and bill of digging rendered. In the even- 
ing we attended the entertainment given by 
Mrs. Chase’s music pupils at the Academy, 
selections from Lohengren and from Parse- 
fal with stereopticon views, also chorus 
from burial scene of McDowell. The attend- 
ance was good, followed by general prom- 
enading and dancing. 


Saturday, November .23. 


This has been a busy day for all of us. 
My three men ‘worked on my houses, the 
three houses are finished with a few ex- 
ceptions that need not take many hours. 
We had a church fair this afternoon. Mrs. 
Chase and Mrs. MacMurphy were tired at 
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supper time. With a good attendance of 
buyers and a good set of sellers we find, 
over eighty dollars taken -in from_ sales. 
There were goods from the Philippines, 
there were goods from California, ‘there 
were goods from Nova Scotia on sale. 


‘Sunday, November 24. 


After breakfast, oiled the motor, and we 
went to church, the choir was full and 
other attendance large. I gave morning 
prayer and the sermon at 10:45, remained 
to opén and close ‘Sunday school, it be- 
came cold with strong northeast ‘wind 
when we motored home. We had dinner 
about half past one. Miss Stiles and Mrs. 
Goodrich called in the late afternoon, the 
days are so short that when it storms we 
have to use the electric light soon after 
four o’clock in the afternoon. 


Monday, November 25. 


Mr. Gilman is still working at the ten- 
ements, trying to. pack the cellar walls and 
around the water pipes coming into the 
houses, to keep them secure from freezing. 
We motored over town to look after these 
matters, and While there Mrs. MacMurphy 
exchanged a library book. Today has not 
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been very pleasant, uncomfortably damp 
and cold, and once we had a flurry of 
snow flakes in the crisp air. We have in- 
vited Mr. and Mrs. Chase, and Mr. and Mrs. 
MacGregor to take dinner with us Thanks- 
giving. 


Tuesday, November 26. 


Five times I have motored to town today 
making on an average three miles to a trip. 
1 took Mrs. MacMurphy to look after the 
tenants that have moved into two houses 
today and last at half past eleven at 
night I took Mr. Haslamhome. Just as we 
yeached the rectory Miss. Rudolph, Miss 
Spratt and another young lady returned 
from attendance at the theatre in Man- 
chester. I went into the rectory and had a 
Scotch Whiskey with Mr. Haslam, who al- 
ways keeps a supply for his intimate 
friends. 


Wednesday, November 27. 


Mrs. MacMurphy spent the forenoon cook- 
ing a turkey for Thanksgiving. In the 
afternoon we went over town to look after 
repairs on Manning street. Then ‘we con- 
tinued to the farm occupied by the Hosleys, 
Mr. Haslam came along and made a call 
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there also. We came back to McGregor’s 
and called. Mr. Haslam had been thera 
Thence home for tea, after tea Mrs. Reed 
and Mrs. Gilbert took a lesson in French. 
Mrs. Gilbert borrowed a book on the church 
teachings. 


Thursday, November 28. 


Mrs. MacMurphy attended to the turkey 
and fixings, about half past eleven appear- 
ed Mr. MacGregor. I started my motor at 
twelve, met Mr. and Mrs. Chase coming 
down the street. I Wetit to the farm, 
brought Mrs. MacGregor down. At one 
o’clock we six sat dowfi to a good old fash- 
ioned Thanksgiving ~ dinner. The after- 
fioon we spent in playing games and music. 
The party broke up about half past five. 
Mr. ‘and Mrs. Chase walked home, Mr. and 
Mrs. MacGregor I carried home. A light 
snow covers the ground and gives a wint- 
ry look. 


Friday, November 29. 


We motored about town in the forenoon, 
invited Mr. and Mrs. John H. Goodrich to 
come with us to dinner. They took turkey 
dinner with us and remained till four 
o’clock. Mr. Haslam eame at half past 
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seven and we played bridge till about 
twelve o’clock, then I lighted my motor, 
cranked up and took him and his dog 
“spice” home. I am back to look at the 
steam heater, write this and retire for the 
night. About all the vestages of snow are 
in the grass, where the sun did not 
Shine. 


Saturday, November 30. 


We went to the rectory, where Mrs. 
MacMurphy collected the money made at 
the fair, and took it to the bank, after hav- 
ing visited the Dugans for the deposit book. 
Miss Dugan is treasurer of the Woman’s 
Guild. Mrs. MacGregor was in town and 
paid her tax today. Mr. MacGregor spent 
the day cooking a pot of beans after his 
own liking. I think he knows how to bake 
a quart of beans with a pound of pork to 
perfection. I have burned two tons of 
coal thus far, averaging one ton a month. 


Sunday, December 1. 


. After breakfast, I arranged the steam 
heater, oiled the motor and we went to 
church ‘at 10:45 where Mr. Haslam and I 
divided the service of holy communion, he 
preached the sermon, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
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I remained for Sunday School, she took 
the class of boys. Mr. Haslam made an ad- 
dress on Advent, etc. We came. home for 
dinner. In afternoon we motored to the 
woods and picked checkerberries for an 
your, back at 5 o’clock. Mr. Haslam cali- 
ed and with him I went to church at 6:39 
p. m. Had supper at the rectory. 


Monday, December .2. 


We went over town at ten o’clock, attend- 
ed to chureh note, and other bank business. 
i went to farm and brought Mrs. McGregor 
to town, transferred mortgages to her, de- 
posited and paid taxes in Londonderry also 
in Derry, altogether we paid to the tax 
collector in Derry more than a thousand 
dollars including the Adams tax. In after- 
noon I attended a meeting of trustees of 
bank at three o’clock, and was present at 
opening of meeting of directors, but came 
home as it was raining and my machine 
was not under cover. Wet but mild weath- 
er. 


Tuesday, December 3. 


In the afternoon we motored to the 
Adams farm, visited with Mrs. Adams, Mrs. 
fTtooper, Mr. Hooper, and there was present 
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also a Miss Ackerman. The conversation 
was lively and entertaining. Mrs. Knox is 
away for a couple of days. Ben. Adams is 
in Boston without his automobile. Mrs. 
MacMurphy and I got off the motor, and 
walked about the site of my great, great 
grandfather’s residence, the Alexander 
MacMurphy homelot and second division 
a fifty acre farm. Mrs. Adams has a sweet- 
briar bush taken from the MacMurpby site. 


Wednesday, December 4, 


In the afternoon we motored to the Adams 
farm, visited Mrs. Knox, Mrs. Adams, Mrs. 
Hooper and Mr. Hooper. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Mrs. Hooper went into the woods to- 
gather ferns, winter green and checkerber- 
ry. I paid the salaries of Mr. Hooper and 
Mrs. Knox. We came home about half past 
four. After supper Mrs. Gilbert came in 
and took a lesson in French, and remained 
talking about church and people till after 
eleven o'clock. ‘The day has been very 
beautiful and mild in temperature. 


Thursday, December 5. 


Motored about town doing business at 
the bank, and at the stores’ for myself, 
Mrs. Chase and others. Mrs. Smith here 
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cleaning. Mr. Gilman spading for next 
year’s gardening. At night attended with 
Mrs. MacMurphy a Woman’s Club “Guest 
Night” at Hast Derry, heard a monologue by 
a professional named Frye, the name of 
play was “The man from home’, singing by 
a quartet of women: Mrs. Shepard, Mrs. 
Gilbert, Mrs. Weston and Mrs. Pettee, 
large attendance of guests. 


Friday, December 6. 


Rainy morning, I went over town for 
provisions, fish, etc. In ‘afternoon we 
motored to East Derry to call on the Rev. 
and Mrs. Conrad Saure. They have a well 
furnished house with library and choice 
pictures. Mrs, Saure made a Collection of 
pictures of royal families with sketches 
of them, etc. Back of the house are two 
or three summer bungalows ‘well furnish- 
ed and lighted. The garden has interesting 
features, of bridges, platforms, rustic seats, 
fruit trees, etc. We enjoyed a couple of 
hours with them. 


Saturday, December 7. 


In the afternoon much cooler, really be- 
ginning to freeze. We motored to library, 
Mrs. MacMurphy changed books and read 
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magazines. I consulted the selectmen about 
taking rebate on excessive tax of Adamsi 
personal property, shall probably scale it 
down. We called ‘at the rectory for a 
moment, we saw the wreck of automobile 
at Abbott Garage, the machine ran into the 
electric Car at Salem depot, Mr. Trowbridge 
and young Fortier were very badly in- 
jured. 


Sunday, December 8. 


White hoar frost.on the grass. After 
breakfast wife and I motored to church, 
where I gave morning prayer and preach- 
ed eleven in choir, both morning and even- 
ing, I preached at 10:45 ‘a. m., opened Sun- 
day School. Mrs. MacMurphy had a class 
there were five classes. We came home 
for dinner. At night I went alone, gave 
evening prayer and sermon at 6:30 p. m. 
jWe had a choir practice afterward with 
twelve in choir beside organist. Brought 
back Mr. Gilman who was late at church. 


Monday, December 9. 


: Motored to town with Mrs. Chase, that 
she might buy:and bring home a few things 
for the house. When we came back I went 
upstairs to see Mr. Chase, who has’ been 
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shut in with cold for ten days. I found 
him weak yet, not toned up sufficiently to 
attempt business. Mr. Gilman is here dig- 
ging up the yard, and preparing it for a 
garden in spring. Mrs. MacMurphy called 
on the Goodriches this evening. It is quite 
cold and requires pee tending of fur- 
nace. 


Tuesday, December 10. 


We went to town in the morning to call 
at the rectory, and to buy meat, etc., for 
dinner. Mr. Gilman was at work, with my 
motor. I pulled a loaded cart of fertilizer 
from ‘his barn to my garden. Mrs. Maa~. 
Murphy sat with Mrs. Chase and Charles: 
for an hour at night. I carried Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Mrs. Gilbert to Mrs. Packer’s 
house on Oak St., to attend meeting of the 
Woman’s Guild of the Church. After finish- 
ing this diary page, I am going to crank 
my machine and fetch them home. | 


Wednesday, December ‘14. 


In the afternoon I dressed and went to 
Masonic Hall, thence on electric car to I. O. 
O. F. Hall, thence with about thirty Masons 
to St. Luke’s Church, where we attended 
the funeral of Cyrus O. Buttrick, aged 70 
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‘years, one of the town’s selectmen. From 
that service we went to East Derry and 
escorted the body to the grave, with ritual 
services there also, then we came back to 
close the lodge. Mrs. MacMurphy went to 
call on some of the tenants. She walked 
one way. The day has been mild. 


Thursday, December 12. 


About eleven, we motored up to the old 
MacMurphy farm to get rent money of the 
Hosleys, we continued on around by the 
schoolhouse ‘and were home again before 
oon. In the afternoon I took Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to the Shepards in KE. Derry, then 
I came back, called upon Mr. Chase for a 
talk to divert his mind and cheer him up, 
in ‘his confinement to the house. Mrs. 
Chase is taking care of him day and night 
and doing the housework, tending the hot 
water boiler in the cellar, etc.

Friday, December 13. 


Made trip to Aiken street tenants and 
to Manning street tenaats, went to bank 
several times. Mr. Gustin paid some money 
on note. I found coupon for $240.00 cashed 
in Topeka, after being a month on the way. 
At night we attended the play given in 
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Association Hall by the society. The at- 
tendance was large and acting very good. 
(Both Mr. and Mrs. Chase are under weath- 
er conditions suffering from colds. The 
steam boiler requires more attention this 
cold weather. 


Saturday, December 14. 


In the forenoon I went to town with 
motor for provisions. Mrs. Chase had an 
order for seven articles, and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy wanted meat, etc. I delivered the 
goods, stopping a while to see Mr. and Mrs. 
Chase as I came back. Leora Gilman was 
here to help sweep and dust, and remained 
for dinner. In the afternoon Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy was at the D. A. R. meeting and I 
went to town to labor with the Selectmen 
for rebate on taxes, found Gilbert Hood, 
(Wm. H. Ranney and G. K. Bartlett trying 
+0 beat down taxes. There is a big howl 
going up from the large tax payers. 


Sunday, December 15. — 


Fine weather, after breakfast dressed for 
church, we took Mrs. Gilman and went at 
10:30 a. m. I assisted 10:45. We remained 
for Sunday School, coming. away from 
church there were eight. persons on my 
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motor at once, really overloaded. Came 
home for dinner. Mrs. Goodrich and Miss 
Stiles called. I carried the latter to the 
MacGregors where she boards, came home, 
dropped a lamp off my machine, went back 
and found it in the dark, called on the 
Chases, they have colds. 


Monday, December 16. 


Fine day, not too cold. I went over town 
with Mrs. MacMurphy for provisions for us 
and Mrs. Chase. We made several calls. I 
collected interest, and discharged one 
mortgage. We came back leaving things 
at the Chases. In the afternoon Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy went to the Chases and prepared 
supper. I took tea with Mr. Chase, and 
spent an hour at the house, came home, 
found Mrs. Goodrich here, talked with her 
till nine o’clock ‘when Mrs. MacMurphy 
came home. I must look over the lectures 
for the Masonic work at BE. A. degree to- 
morrow. 


Tuesday, December 17. 


In the forenoon Mrs, MacMurphy went up 
to 9 Crescent Street to help Mrs. Chase 
about the house. I went to town for pro- 
visions. At noon came back and took din-~ 
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ner with Mrs. Chase, he is’ getting out 
doors. The district nurse gave Mrs. Chase 
an alcohol bath, she is improving. At 
night I attended lodge and gave part of the 
E. A. lectures and the charge. I was pres- 
ented with a Past Master’s Jewel of solid 
gold by the Masons, I had raised, and the 
secretary recorded the names of the don- 
ors. 


Wednesday, December 18. 


We made two trips abroad this damp day, 
in the forenoon to stores and bank, in the 
afternoon among tenants, going up as far 
as the old MacMurphy farm and around 
the square. After tea I asked Edward L. 
Gilman to act as bearer at Ed'ward T. 
Nicholl’s funeral tomorrow at 2 p. m. from 
the church. Nicholl was a kind and good 
man, he died all alone in his house and 
jnay have been dead two days when found, 
though it seems doubtful as his horses 
just have made noises. 


Thursday, December 19. 


In the forenoon took a pint of Port-Wine 
up to the farm in the rain for Mrs. Mac- 
Gregor. Back for dinner. After dinner we 
attended funeral at Church of Edward T. 
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Nicholl. I read the prayers at the church 
and ‘at the grave. Came back to rectory 
aud ate some cake and drank a glass of 
Scotch Whiskey. Home for tea then I 
tackled the rebate of taxes with Selectmen, 
at their office and cut down the valuation 
on notes thirteen thousand five hundred 
dollars and got rebate of $213.30 on this 
year’s taxes. (Adams). 


Friday, December 20. 


In the forenoon I took orders for Mrs. 
(hase and our own provisions from _ the 
store and brought the fish, etc., back. After 
dinner we took a trip to district No. 3 to 
see the close of Miss Stile’s school, her 
children’s recitations, singing and Christ- 
mas tree. She had visitors and speeches, 
the presents were many and nice, a Santa 
(Clause in fur coat, mask, and long grey 
’ whiskers, gave out the presents, and then 
‘was distribution of hot chocolate and cake 
for everybody including children. 


Saturday, December 21. 


I took Mrs. Chase’s order for chicken and 
our own for provisions and went to town in 
afternoon. Again at twelve I took Mrs. 
MacMurphy to station, and she went to 
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Manchester for Christmas goods. I went to 
town again for a box of cigars for John W. 
Anderson. At half past five Mrs. MacMur- 
phy sent word that she had returned to 
depot, and I lighted my three lamps and 
motored over again to bring her home. The 
day has been rather pleasant, not very cola, 
just good Christmas weather, better than 


‘the average. 
Sunday, December 22. 


Bright morning, attended to steam heat-~ 
er, had breakfast, oiled machine, we went 
to church, I gave holy communion and 
preached at 10:45, we remained to open 
and close Sunday School, taking charge of 
classes. Came home for dinner. At half past 
six I gave evening prayer, and remained 
jat the rectory till Mr. Haslam came home, 
when we had supper and talked ‘over the 
‘business of the day, exchanging tales of 
our experiences. I am just; home at ten 
minutes before ten o’clock. 


Monday, December 23. 


Rather cold, but bright, warm sunshine 
on south side of buildings. We motored to 
town, to bank, to rectory, to stores and 
back for dinner. I find no _ difficulty in 
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keeping up my daily automobile riding and 
it is cheaper than horse travel.’ Rev. Geo. 
Haslam ‘was here calling. Mrs. Gilbert was 
also here to speak and use telephone. We 
are busy with Christmas packages, writing, 
addressing cards, making choice of pres- 
ents, filling up the spaces with pretty re- 
marks upon the season and the customs of 
the holidays. 


Tuesday, December 24. 


The morning began with falling snow, 
and all day it fell, not fast nor heavy. We 
spent considerable time preparing for the 
morrow, writing addresses, etc. In after- 
noon Benjamin F. Adams was here to settle 
with me for half the cost of piazza at the 
farm. The piazza cost over $360., outside 
measure about 100 feet. The Haslams sent 
presents. The mail carrier ‘brought pres- 
ents, and we have presents in profusion. 
The evening papers report the snow storm 
as wide spread, in some parts inclined to 
melt in rain. 


Wednesday, December 25. 


Complete covering of white, clear snow 
over all the land. After breakfast we motor- 
ed to Mrs. Manning’s and Brault’s with 
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Christmas presents, then to church where 
I gave holy communion without preaching. 
jWe came home, and went to Mr. and Mrs. 
C. B. Chase’s for Christmas turkey. Mr. 
Charles McGregor was there for dinner. 
We afterward played bridge an hour, then 
we motored to Aiken street tenants with 
presents. Came home for supper. The 
machine ran in the snow without hindrance. 
Mr. B. L. Meek brought apples. 


Thursday, December 26. 


We made a trip in the motor and snow 
to the tenants for rent. We gpent all the 
morning and reached home half past 
twelve, dinner was late. In the afternoon 
we went to the farm, found Mrs. McGregor 
shut in with heavy cold and prostration. 
Dr. Barker was called and he told her to 
shave &@ Woman and stay in bed a while. We 
continued to the next house and called on 
the Hosley’s, we continued on around the 
square and down Crystal Avenue to the 
depot to find a nurse. We also telephoned 
for the district nurse to go up. 


Friday, December 27. 


» Took the 10:22 car for the city, entered 
Masonic hall at 11:00. There were sixteen 
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Masons from Derry attending semi-annual 
communication of the _ Grand Lodge. At 
12:30 I lunched at La Flamme’s, went to 
hall ‘again, saw E. A. degree ‘worked by 
Nashua men; F. C. degree ‘by Concord, then 
attended the big banquet about six hundred 
plates, then not waiting for M. M. degree, 
took *~8:15 car for Derry, went to rectory, 
met folks coming home from Christmas 
tree with presents, we had a car back tao 
‘Village and so home at 10:15 p. m. 


Saturday, December 28. 


Harly telephone called me to farm. I 
motored up, found Jennie’s bedstead brok- 
en. I went to store and got a new iron, 
single, stead, took it up on my machine.- 
Mrs. MacGregor had some fever. In the 
afternoon Mrs. MacMurphy and I motored 


up a third time to see Mrs. MacGregor. Dr. 
Barker had been there, and pronounced her 
better with pretty high temperature. We 
came back to library for book, to store for 
some oysters, and home for tea. ‘Traveling 
rough, sometimes my drive wheels would 
turn without moving ahead, a little push 
was needed. 
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Sunday, December 29. 


This has been one of the days when I 
had no occasion to preach. Rev. Mr. Has- 
iam was at home. Mrs. MacMurphy and f 
motored to church. and. assisted in Church 
and Sunday School, came home for dinner. 
At night I- attended and Mr. C. A. Sefton 
was there to drill the choir after evening 
service, then we went to the rectory and 
had supper. I brought Sefton home. Mrs. 
Goodrich and Mrs. Chase spent the evening 
‘with Mrs. MacMurphy. I am home to look 
after the furn'ace at ten o’clock. 


Monday, December . 30 


It has rained ‘all day, and been mild, yet 
the snow is not all gone. With two excep- 
tions the entire day was spent at home. I 
motored to Mrs. Gilbert’s to deliver a tele- 
Dhone message and I went to ‘Store and 
postoffice for mail. Much of the day I 
spent reading, writing and talking to Mrs. 
MacMurphy or somebody on the telephone. 
Mrs. McGregor I heard from her husband, 
and by the nurse, she is improving. ‘This 
month nears the end, and a mild month it 
has been. My machine is good for winter 
service under present conditions. 
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Tuesday, December 31. 


In the morning we motored to town on 
business. Mrs. MacMurphy came back by 
trolley. I went to the farm to see Mrs. 
McGregor, who is confined to the bed with 
a cold and grip, came home for dinner, 
after, went to bank to help count the gold, 
silver, nichols, pennies, currency, etc., came 
home for tea. Rev. Haslam came in late 
and had tea after us, then Mrs. Chase came 
down and we played bridge. I have just 
returned from carrying Mr. Haslam home. 
The day has been mild, gloves not needed 
even driving, yet I dressed warm. 


MEMORANDA 


My great-great-grandfather Alexander 
MacMurphy and wife Jean lived where the 
Adamses own, first wife Jean Ligget died 
1724; children; John, born 1720, died 1757; 
George, born 1722); second wife Janet Lin- 
sey: Jean, born 1726; Alexander ‘born 1728; 
died 1763; Daniel, born 1731, died 1808; 
James, born 1733, (my great-grandfather) 
died 1792. That year the father was drown- 
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ed, John married and lived in Boston, 


‘Shipwright. George married, lived in 
Vermont and New York, after selling out 
‘to John. Alexander administrator to John’s 
estate sold 2-6 to James the next day James 
sold it all back to Alexander including his 
own 1-6 making 1-2. Daniel sold to Alex- 
ander,.and went to war. George was in the 
war, and so with John’s sale of her part to 
Alexander, he came to own the whole in 
1757, about November 29, 1757. Alexander 
had married Isabel Craig and had a num- 
ber of small children when he died, James, 
my great grandfather became a trader, 
married Mary Wilson and settled on a farm. 
I own that ‘farm now. Alexander having 
died leaving a will and all his property to 
Isabel, James was made guardian to his 
children. beer
